Is banning and hoping enough? 

The New Hampshire 
Legislature has banned 
1 1 pages of synthet- 
ie substanees that are 
eommonly sold at gas 
stations and eonvenienee 
stores as bath salts, air 
fresheners and all sorts of other non-eon- 
sumables but are in faet eonsumed to get 
high. 

Supporters of the 11 -page ban (whieh 
speeifieally bans eertain ehemieal eom- 
pounds that mimie marijuana and other 
illegal drugs for sale and possession) say 
these items are being abused and pose a risk 
to users. That’s obvious. 

Unfortunately, these are not the only 
things being abused to get high. When I 
was a young reporter (some 20 years ago) 
one of the problems in the eommunity that 
I eovered was high sehool kids huffing gas 
to get high. If that proved too hard to get, 
there was always some other substanee that 
was used to get high. 

Getting high is agnostie to the souree 
material. And that’s why this new ban isn’t 
going to have any impaet on the underlying 
problem of drug abuse. 

Just as we in New Hampshire eontinue 
to be harsher on marijuana users than any 
other New England state (even though as a 
state our residents are among the eounty’s 
top users), the heavy use eontinues. 

Banning things usually has an unintend- 
ed eonsequenee of making them illieit and 
driving them underground and feeding erim- 
inal aetivity. As it is now, until the ban goes 
into effeet, these synthetie drugs are literal- 
ly sold over the eounter. There are no gangs 
selling them and no added eost of the erim- 
inal aetivity. Will the ban ehange the users’ 
behavior or will it drive them into dangerous 
situations to get the drugs they seek? 

Supporters say this ban will get them off 
the street, but, more eorreetly, they mean it 
will keep them out of sight. Will this reduee 
abuse of the substanees? 

When we ban things, we tend to think 
that it’s mission aeeomplished. We’ve 
solved a problem and ean move on to the 
next one. Unfortunately, with drugs and 
other addietive substanees or aetivities, 
abusers eontinue to abuse. 

Getting people to reduee their synthet- 
ie drug use, binge drinking, smoking, 
gambling, and so on is the harder thing 
to aeeomplish. Efforts like that require 
edueation, funds for treatment, time and 
risk-reduetion alternatives. 

While, like the supporters of this bill, I 
too would like to ban these substanees and 
be done with it, that’s not a solution — it’s 
a hope. And that eharaeterizes mueh of our 
efforts to fight drugs. We ban and hope. Is 
that enough?

Republican Congressnnan Frank Guinta and 
Democratic Congresswoman Annie Kuster 
co-hosted a mental health summit at the UNH 
School of Law in Concord on May 11. The 
feedback from the summit will be used to 
revise a bipartisan bill to establish a national 
strategy for treatment and prevention. 


» CONCORD 


Salem selectmen signed 
a letter urging officials at 
Kinder Morgan and Tennes- 
see Gas Company to reroute 
a proposed pipeline that 
would deliver natural gas to 
the state to stabilize energy 
prices. The Union Leader 
reported the currently draft- 
ed proposal has the pipeline 
running through more than 2 
miles of the town. 


The town of Derry is weigh- 
ing the benefits of a project 
that would replace 965 
street lights with LED lights. 
The Union Leader reported 
it’s estimated to save the 
town $65,000. Manchester 
is currently in the process of 
making a similar switch for 
about 9,000 fixtures, which 
is expected to take four 
months to complete. 


A Nashua cop’s death has 
been ruled an accident. The 
AP reported 25-year-old Keith 
Trombley, a two-year veteran 
of the force, died May 6 during 
a cookout party when he rode 
down a flight of stairs with a 
bicycle. He was at the home 
of a fellow officer. The cause 
of death was “blunt head 
trauma.”

Primary update 

As the 2016 presidential raee 
ramps up, it will soon be easier 
to list the eandidates not in New 
Hampshire stumping, rallying, 
round-tabling and town-hailing. 
Former HP CEO Carly Fiori- 
na and retired neurosurgeon 
Ben Carson were among the 
announeed eandidates to visit the 
Granite State in reeent days. Fio- 
rina, the only female Republiean 
eandidate, gave a eommenee- 
ment speeeh to the graduating 
elass of Southern New Hamp- 
shire University, where she urged 
graduates to be proud of their 
eountry and grateful they live in 
it, NHPR reported. Carson held a 
rally at Manehester Community 
College and a meet-and-greet at 
Blake’s Family Restaurant, CBS 
reported. Meanwhile, Republi- 
ean governors former and eurrent 
have held events in the state. 
Former New York Gov. George 
Pataki reeently wrapped up his 
ninth visit with town hall meet- 
ings at New England College and 
Franklin Pieree College, WMUR 
reported. Former Texas Gov. 
Riek Perry rushed through Lon- 
donderry, Deerfield, Hampstead, 
Kingston and Peterborough dur- 
ing a two-day visit, WMUR 
reported. Ohio Gov. John Kasieh 
spoke in Coneord where he told 
reporters funding will determine 
whether he runs or not, NHPR 
reported. And New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie kieked off his last, 
two-day trip by talking about 
addietion treatment at Manehes- 
ter ’s Farnum Center, a rehab 
faeility, NHPR reported. While 
there, he spoke about the need to 
overeome stigma and a sense of 
futility when battling addietion. 

Common Core veto 

Gov. Maggie Hassan vetoed 
a bill that might have put a stop 
to the state’s implementation of 
Common Core State Standards. 
The eontroversial program sets 
goal posts for skills and subjeet 
matter that students are tested 
on with new Smarter Balaneed 
tests, whieh already replaeed the 
NECAP tests. In a veto statement 
released by Hassan, she said the 
bill, as written, would not have 
stopped Common Core imple- 
mentation even if she signed 
it, sinee it prohibits state-level 


requirements Hassan said don’t 
exist. It’s up to sehool distriets 
to update their eurrieulum to 
align with the new standards and 
adopt the new exams. The New 
Hampshire Department of Edu- 
eation has warned some distriets 
like Manehester that not imple- 
menting the standards would 
mean potentially losing feder- 
al aid. Nevertheless, Hassan said 
signing sueh a bill would send 
a “damaging signal” that the 
state is not eommitted to edueat- 
ing students for a 21st-eentury 
workforee. 

Pot decrim veto? 

As a bill to deeriminalize the 
possession of small amounts of 
marijuana in New Hampshire 
gets taken up by the Senate, Gov. 
Maggie Hassan seems unlikely 
to sign sueh a bill, NHPR report- 
ed. New Hampshire is the only 
New England state that has not 
made possession of small quan- 
tities of eannabis a violation 
with fines instead of jail time. 
Hassan has not said direetly 
whether she would sign or veto 
the bill passed by the House ear- 
lier this year. Signing it may 
jeopardize her politieal allianee 
with the law enforeement lobby, 
but vetoing it may mean inereas- 
ingly erowded prisons. She has 
suggested easing the penalties 
on first- time offenders. 

Balsam project bill 

The New Hampshire House 
passed a bill already passed by 
the Senate that would open the 
door for a $28 million state- 
baeked loan, NHPR reported. 
The money would go to develop- 
er Les Otten before he ean begin 
work on a $143 million projeet 
to redevelop the shuttered Bal- 
sams resort. The bill would allow 
for the ereation of a tax distriet 
around the resort area despite it 
not being an ineorporated area. 
The projeet is expeeted to be a 
boost to the North Country eeon- 
omy. The vote was 293 to 57. It 
now goes baek to the Senate to 
approve a House amendment 
before going to the governor’s 
desk to be signed. 

Deflategate 101 

Just a few days after an NFL 
report found Patriots work- 


ers “probably” tampered with 
footballs before a playoff game 
against the Indianapolis Colts, 
UNH law professor Miehael 
MeCann says he will offer a 
eourse ealled “Deflategate” at 
the Coneord law sehool, NHPR 
reported. The eourse will eov- 
er sports seandals ineluding but 
not limited to the eourse ’s name- 
sake. He will also eover the 
Aaron Hernandez murder trial 
and Donald Sterling. 

Lakeview appeals 

Lakeview Neurorehabili- 
tation Center in Effingham is 
appealing the state’s deeision 
to revoke its speeial edueation 
lieense, NHPR reported. Lakev- 
iew reeently hired a new direetor 
and a new direetor of speeial 
edueation. It also hired a Mad- 
ison Avenue publie relations 
firm and is assembling a gov- 
ernor-ordered advisory eouneil 
made up of parents. Lakeview 
is ealling these ehanges a show 
of good faith that highlights 
its eommitment to ehanging. A 
reeent report found seathing evi- 
denee of abuse and negleet at the 
faeility against its disabled res- 
idents and the state’s failure to 
aet sooner when it beeame aware 
of the problems. 

Governor and grads 

At the Keene State Col- 
lege graduation eeremony. Gov. 
Hassan addressed the erowd, 
ehallenging the fresh grads to 
stay in New Hampshire. She 
pointed to jobs in the bioteeh, 
elean energy and advaneed 
manufaeturing fields, NHPR 


reported. New Hampshire is suf- 
fering from net out-migration 
and its population is expeeted to 
be inereasingly older in eoming 
deeades. 

Propane project 

SEA-3 wants to expand its 
propane terminal operations 
in Newington, but loeal oppo- 
nents fear the risks involved 
in transporting propane in the 


region. NHPR reported the eit- 
ies of Portsmouth and Dover 
along with 1 1 residents from the 
area will have a ehanee to weigh 
in at the final exemption hear- 
ing. That means they’ll be able 
to offer testimony, eross-exam- 
ine and make arguments to the 
Site Evaluation Committee. Pro- 
ponents of the expansion say 
not doing it eould eause supply 
issues. A

DISABLED WORKERS 

Until now, employers in New Hampshire 
were able to pay disabled workers below the 
minimum wage. But NHPR reported Gov. 
Maggie Hassan signed a bill into law May 7 
that outlaws that practice in most cases. Sub- 
minimum wages were once considered a way 
to help individuals with disabilities find work, 
but advocates say it hasn’t worked and the 
wages have been used to exploit workers. No 
New Hampshire employers have been using 
the practice, but nationwide, disabilities rights 
groups estimate more than 400,000 people are 
paid subminimum wages. New Hampshire is 
the first state to ban the practice. The law still 
allows for some training programs and fami- 
ly-owned businesses to be exempt.

DARTMOUTH FRAT 

Folks may want to avoid the Dartmouth 
homecoming parade this year as the fraterni- 
ty that inspired the 1976 movie Animal House 
has officially lost its recognition, just like the 
fictional fiat house. The AP reported Alpha 
Delta lost its appeal to remain recognized af- 
ter a campus judiciary (some may refer to it 
as a kangaroo court) ruled to withdraw the 
fiat’s official status. The ruling follows a 
HI number of disciplinary suspensions for drink- 
ing offenses and, more recently, the brand- 
ing of pledges’ buttocks. Alpha Delta’s lawyer 
had argued the branding was a form of volun- 
tary self-expression.

In with the new

While the Steeplegate Mall in Coneord 
eontinues to struggle, with vaeant store- 
fronts and a deelining property value, a 
new strip mall-style shopping eenter is 
being developed right aeross the street on 
Loudon Road. 

The future of retail 

Developer Mike D’Amante blames the 
advent of Internet shopping and a greater 
array of entertainment options for the rel- 
ative deerease in the mall’s attraetiveness. 

And then, of eourse, there was the Great 
Reeession. While D’Amante sees the retail 
landseape improving with stronger sales, 
he believes the time of building big box 
stores and malls has eome to an end. 

“I think that eyele has kind of run its 
eourse,” D’Amante said. “Now we’re gon- 
na see more smaller eenters being built, 
more destination-oriented eenters being 
built and having a lot of serviees in them, 
as opposed to straight retailing.” 

That’s exaetly what he’s building along 
Loudon Road, aeross from the mall. The 
31,000-square-foot area will have spaee 
for seven or eight shops and a restaurant, 
aeeording to D’Amante. The roughly $7 
million eonstruetion projeet will be eom- 
plete in time for the new tenants to open in 
the fall. The area is a quarter of the size he 
had originally planned to develop baek in 
2008, but the reeession put an end to those 
plans, whieh D’Amante said were depen- 
dent on bringing one large anehor to pay 
for the bulk of the projeet. 

Now, D’Amante said, the tenants will 
be largely serviee-oriented so they aren’t 
in direet eompetition with online sales. 
Besides the restaurant, he said there will 
be eosmetie and medieal serviees. 

UNH marketing professor Thomas 
Gruen said the faet that developers like 
D’Amante are foeusing on strip malls is 
part of a growing trend. 

‘T think we’ve eertainly seen a lot more 
development of strip malls in the last 20 
years and very few ... traditional, major 
malls,” Gruen said. 

Ease of aeeess is behind the shift, he 
said. 

‘T think it’s a very eonvenient trend. 
People want to get easy-in, easy-to-park, 
easy-to-get-to, easy-out,” Gruen said. 

And if the new shopping eenter attraets 
more people to the area, D’Amante said, it 
eould be good for the mall. 

‘T believe what we’re doing, having 
[serviees] eoming to our site that are going 


to add daily visits ... will be helpful for 
[the mall],” D’Amante said. “I believe our 
development is definitely going to help all 
the retailers in the area.” 

Whether that eomes to pass or not, one 
will have to wait and see. 

The Steeplegate Mall still has a lot of 
ehallenges to overeome, like attraeting 
more young people and filling the old Cir- 
euit City spaee, whieh doesn’t eonneet 
internally to the rest of the mall, making it 
less attraetive to other eompanies. 

“One of the things they’ll probably 
do long-term is find a use for that spaee. 
Beeause it’s sueh a large spaee, it adds 
a lot of vaeaney to their square footage 
numbers,” D’Amante said. 

D’Amante plans on announeing the ten- 
ants for the new development within the 
next eouple months. 

Golden age 

In 1989 the Steeplegate Mall opened in 
the area of Coneord known as the Heights, 
at the far eastern end of Loudon Road. The 
land had belonged to the D’Amante fam- 
ily, where Mike D’Amante’s grandfather, 
Riek, owned a lumber and eonstruetion 
business. They sold the land to Homart 
Development Company, a subsidiary of 
Sears, that built the mall. Later, in 1995, 
Homart was aequired by General Growth 
Properties. 

Sinee the mall was built and Interstate 
393 essentially replaeed Loudon Road as 
Coneord’s eorridor to the Seaeoast around 
the same time, the Heights has evolved 
into a sprawling eenter of eommeree. The 
D’Amantes were behind mueh of that 
development. 

Mike D’Amante still remembers the 
mail’s heyday. 

“The mall, at one point, was literally a 


destination or a plaee where people would 
just eongregate beeause it was eonvenient 
and it would [be] open in the hours that 
people just wanted to be hanging out,” 
D’Amante said. “I remember, as a kid, 
that’s what we used to do.” 

The ’80s and ’90s were a time of rap- 
id development, with a booming eonsumer 
eeonomy resulting in new malls eropping 
up everywhere. 

Sinee then, the Steeplegate Mall has 
fallen on hard times. 

The mail’s troubles ean be attributed to 
a great many things — from eompetitive 
outlets opening north and south of the eity 
to young people no longer seeing it as a 
eool plaee to hang out. 

Ghost mall 

In 2011, Rouse Properties aequired 
the mall when General Growth Proper- 
ties divested from the mall along with 29 
others beeause it was not among its top- 
performing sites. 

It lost Cireuit City, one of its anehor 
stores, when the eompany went bankrupt 
in 2009. And other stores have left, inelud- 
ing Gap and Coaeh in 2011. Aeropostale 
and Abererombie & Fiteh left the mall in 
January 2014, and anehor store Old Navy 
left the mall in January. 

Coneord Deputy City Manager for 
Development Carlos Baia said elimbing 
vaeaney rates and dropping property val- 
ues have lowered the mail’s status from 
the seeond-highest property taxpayer to 
the fifth-highest in just the past year. 

“The mail’s value is $30 million, whieh 
is a signifieant drop from what it had been 
years ago,” Baia said. 

In 2008, the mall was valued at $80 mil- 
lion. In 2012, it was worth $65 million, 
and by 2013 it had dropped to $52 million. 


As of April, the mall offieially went 
into reeeivership, after Rouse purpose- 
ly skipped a $47 million payment, whieh 
resulted in passing the deed over to the 
bank. 

While D’Amante sees Amazon as the 
main eulprit behind the mail’s woes, Gru- 
en thinks it may be another site: Faeebook. 

“Malls have always been a plaee to 
soeialize,” Gruen said. 

He muses that the growth of soeial 
media might be partly to blame for fewer 
young people floeking to the mall. 

Shopping optimism 

Baia sees a silver lining to all this. 

“[The mall] has not had any deleterious 
impaet on the retail area around the mall, 
whieh is unlike what you see in a lot of 
eommunities,” Baia said. “If you go to a 
lot of plaees where there’s a huge mall and 
the mall starts to fall on hard times, usu- 
ally it brings everybody down around it. 
In Coneord’s ease, that’s not happening at 
all.” 

Indeed, stores like Best Buy and Tar- 
get aeross the street from the mall on 
D’Amante Drive are still attraeting 
eonsumers. 

And Baia thinks things might still turn 
around for the mall. 

“We’re still optimistie that the mall ean 
be a viable property moving forward,” 
Baia said. 

The opening of outlet stores in Tilton 
and Merrimaek might be drawing shop- 
pers away as well, but Baia believes 
Steeplegate just hasn’t found the right ten- 
ant mix yet. 

Gruen also thinks it’s too early to report 
the death of the mall. 

“A lot of it depends on the environment 
that surrounds the mall,” Gruen said. “If 
the environment hasn’t ehanged, it seems 
like there’s some opportunity for renewal.” 

As for finding the right tenant mix, Baia 
thinks the mall might benefit from more 
loeal, small businesses moving in, while 
Gruen points to another trend in retail that 
might attraet the same elientele Best Buy 
gets. 

“Maybe there’s an opportunity for doing 
more showrooming,” Gruen said. 

He thinks if some of the online-based 
businesses set up a spaee where eustom- 
ers ean walk in and toueh and see produets 
before ordering them, it eould make the 
mall more alluring. 

Any future strategy for the mall will 
likely depend on the eompany that buys 
the property. The bank that eurrently holds 
the deed is still looking for a buyer. 41

Psychic guidance 

Woman gives advice she claims to get from beyond 

Angie D’Anjou is a self-described spiritual consultant. She’s been a Hudson resi- 
dent for more than 20 years and she works as a psychic usually by attending fairs 
orfundraisersfor nonprofits. D’Anjou works with tarot cards, tea leaves and numer- 
ology. She does not hold regular hours, but she’s on-call and has been known to 
make a few house calls. D’Anjou will be one of about 10 psychics participating in 
the semi-annual Psychic Fair in the Hudson Community Center on May 16. 


You claim to have psychic 
0 abilities. Can you tell me how 
they work? 

% I receive spiritual guidance 
on items that people need to 
have some guidance on. So I’m not one 
of those psychics that would sit there and 
say to you, “Oh, Uncle Timmy is going to 
have a bad heartache next week,” or any 
of that stuff. My actual readings bring you 
a response of, “how do I interpret, how do 
I go about doing the next step to open the 
door to a situation that is around me.” So 
I will actually receive spiritual guidance 
for the person, giving them some kind of 
a leeway to “What’s my next step? What’s 
going to be the thing that I should be look- 
ing for?” 

Do you have a specialty, like commun- 
ing with the dead, or spirits? 

My specialty ranges between bringing 
people through past-life regressions with 
hypnosis to help them to stabilize what 
they’re doing at this time. My other piece is 
bringing them guidance and also the medi- 
umship I do with their guidance through 
their deceased loved ones. The medium 
piece of this, though, it’s not something 
where I walk up to somebody and say, 
“Hey, Uncle Mikey is right next to you.” 
If that message is something to be known 
by that person, I need to know that it’s sup- 
posed to be known. I won’t just approach 
them. That’s something that’s been in me 
since I was young. I’ve done this since I 
was probably 15 or 16. I’ve always had an 
inkling of spiritual openings. 

What are some of the tools you need to 
read a person? 

I don’t really need to have tools, although 
we do utilize them. I use tools to make the 
people feel a bit more comfortable.

ot cards]. ... It’s 
not something 
that is necessary. 
It’s only that the 
visual makes 
them feel a lit- 
tle better. It’s a 
crutch. I need to 
be [talking] to 
a person. I can 
do it over the 
phone. I can do 
it wherever they 
are. 

What are folks looking for when they 
come to you? Some sense of their future? 
Some closure from grief? 

Most of the people that come to me . . . 
are drawn to me by what it is that I have 
to offer. They go to the person that they’re 
drawn to for what they need at that time. So 
for me, most of the time when people are 
drawn to me it’s because they have some 
kind of a dilemma coming up where they’re 
not sure which route to take anymore. They 
don’t know whether they should go with 
point A or point B, what they’re doing 
wrong, what they’re doing right.

Foster parent shortage 

About 1,000 children are entering the foster system this year in New 
Hampshire, but NHPR reported there are only 600 lieensed foster 
homes. Child and Family Serviees is having partieular trouble finding 
homes for sibling groups with up to four ehildren. Anyone ean qualify 
for fostering provided they pass a baekground eheek. Foster parents do 
not need to be married or own a house. 

QOL Score: -1 

Comment: The shortage is caused by an increase in children enter- 
ing the system — due in part to the heroin epidemic, NHPR reported. 

Foreclosures trending down 

Aeeording to a report by the New Hampshire Housing Finanee 
Authority, the housing market is eontinuing to stabilize despite an 
uptiek in foreelosures in Mareh. There were 165 foreelosures in Mareh, 
up 24 pereent from February, but the total foreelosures in the first three 
months of 2015 represent a reduetion of 32 pereent eompared to the 
same period in 2014. The Housing Finanee Authority says it expeets 
foreelosure deeds to reaeh 1,500 to 1,800 by the end of the year. Last 
year’s total was 2,074.

Comment: Foreclosure numbers in New Hampshire have dropped 
each year since 2010, when they hit a high of about 4,000. 

Nearly 50 flu-related deaths 

New Hampshire reported 49 adult deaths related to the flu this sea- 
son, the highest total sinee the New Hampshire Department of Health 
and Human Serviees began keeping traek in 1999, aeeording to the 
Nashua Telegraph. The previous high total was 45 during the 2012- 
2013 season, but the numbers are reportedly inexaet beeause the flu 
isn’t an “offieial reportable disease” and different health eare providers 
use different standards for attributing deaths to the disease.

Comment: Officials said in the article that the numbers reflect the 
severity of the strain of the flu and also the mismatch of the vaccine 
available this year. 

Not so bad for business 

New Hampshire has moved up a few plaees in CEO Magazine’s 
“Best and Worst States for Business,” aeeording to the Union Lead- 
er. The survey looks at taxes and regulations; quality of the workforee; 
and living environment, whieh ineludes things like edueation, eost of 
living, affordable housing and erime. We moved to 21st, up from 24th 
last year and 26th in 2013. At the top of the list were Texas, Florida and 
North Carolina; at the bottom were California, New York and Illinois.

Deflation, anger follow report 


With the release of the 
Wells Report, Deflategate 
turned red hot last week. 
Then it turned white hot 
when the punishment was 
announced on Monday. It 
suspended Tom Brady 
for four games, fined the Patriots $1 million 
and took away two major draft picks. It made 
Patriots detractors giddy and sent locals into 
orbit over its severity. 

To me this was a larger story than “did Tom 
do it or not?” It’s about how people can view 
the story so differently amid sensationalized 
reporting by the 24-7 media. Locally, like 
Nixon supporters during Watergate, many 
either denied it or rationalized inappropriate 
behavior by their favorite team as no big deal. 
Outside New England, a national lynch mob 
waited to pounce a lot more because they hat- 
ed Bill Belichick than because they hated 
deflated footballs. Tmst me, if this were ami- 
able Tony Dungy’s team the fury wouldn’t 
have been there. It’s also a national group 
that includes some who were OK with Law- 
rence Taylor switching cocaine-laced urine 
samples in his Giants days, think Ben Roeth- 
lisberger got railroaded and wanted Ray 
Rice beheaded, but were OK lavishing untold 
cash on a dirtbag five times worse in last 
week’s richest prize fight ever. So there’s a lot 
of highly selective sanctimony going around. 

As for me, I just wanted to know the truth, 
good or bad, and get a little perspective. 

Media-wise, that was hard to come by 
before or after the verdict. One national nit- 
wit called it the equivalent of the “Black Sox 
scandal.”

At one end of the local debate was WEEI’s 
epic homer Jerry Thornton, who sound- 
ed like he might cry after word came down, 
making grating Yankees announcer John 


(Thaaaaa YanKEEES win) Sterling seem 
like Edward R. Murrow by comparison. 
On the other end was the Prince of Dark- 
ness — sensing blood in the water to finally 
inflict damage on longtime enemy Boh 
Kraft, Captain Ahah Shaughnessy was 
using his special gift for seeing the worst in 
everybody and everything to kill the Patri- 
ots and Brady. On WEEI Dale Arnold and 
Michael Holley SHOUTED at each other 
from different sides of the story and histo- 
ry-challenged Butch Stearns compared the 
Patriots to Richard Nixon not having to do 
Watergate because he was going to win big 
anyway. 

So I had to figure out what happened for 
myself It basically came down to a plot 
hatched and executed by the Patriots’ version 
of the Watergate plumbers to make sure foot- 
balls weren’t over-inflated as they had been 
vs. the Jets in October, with the only question 
being: was Brady involved? 

Detractors immediately tried to punch 
holes in the Wells Report and they had 
ample ammunition. Its “independence” was 
laughable, with investigator Ted Wells’ firm 
making north of $7 million last year from 
the NFL. And with Roger Goodell having a 
worse year than the Red Sox starting pitch- 
ers, one can wonder whether the report was 
shaded to make the case a slam dunk. That 
makes it like baseball’s Mitchell Report, 
really a PR document to make the league 
look as good as it can by turning eyes and ire 
away from him. 

But those are side matters, as are the var- 
ious good points and biases in comments 
from Joe Montana, Jerry Rice and others, 
because none of it changes the central fact — 
that people working for the Patriots BROKE 
THE RULES ^ AGAIN. And by suspend- 
ing Brady for the equivalent of throwing 
spitballs, the NFL is clearly saying he was 
directly involved. 

But I don’t feel bad for him or the Patri- 
ots because with Coach B often acting like the 
Richard Nixon of the NFL he brings much 


of the vitriol on himself And while his media 
methods are effective at killing in-season dis- 
tractions, the byproduct is an explosion like 
this when the press is given an opportunity to 
pounce as it did here and with spygate. 

In Watergate Nixon and his cronies stone- 
walled and then covered it up, something 
history has repeatedly shown makes the over- 
all offense far worse than the initial crime. If 
Nixon had come clean, he might have lost the 
election, but he wouldn’t have been the only 
president ever forced to resign. That’s what a 
person of real principle would have done. But 
as I always say, people actually have two sets 
of principles — the ones they yack about at 
parties and the real ones, which show them- 
selves at the moment of truth. 

At the moment of tmth, like Nixon, Tom 
was evasive and lawyered up instead of say- 
ing EXACTLY what happened. If he did it, he 
should have said so, apologized and accept- 
ed the punishment because that’s what leaders 
do. Plus good people don’t let two guys swing 
for something that wasn’t their idea. If he 
didn’t, he should fight it, because he shouldn’t 
be punished for doing nothing just because 
a public opinion-driven coward like Roger 
Goodell is OK with an updated version of the 
Salem Witch Trials that doesn’t care if he’s 
guilty or not so he can keep his job. 

But in the end I expect good will come 
from this. First, the Patriots don’t have to 
worry about the dreaded Super Bowl hang- 
over now. Plus, it’ll be interesting to see how 
they rise to the occasion of this new chal- 
lenge — which, to the dismay of their haters, 
they generally do. And Patriots Nation will 
get to shove it back down the throat of their 
now gloating detractors when the hated 
Coach B has them winning out of the gate 
with Jimmy G at QB as he did with Matt 
Cassel. 

That leaves only two questions: What will 
the excuse be this time as the winning contin- 
ues, and will Goodell have the guts to show 
up on opening night in Foxboro?

So you want a boat. 

Despite the old joke (or perhaps warning) 
that the two happiest days of boat ownership 
are the day you buy a boat and the day you 
sell it, the allure of the open water, wheth- 
er it’s a small pond or the vast Atlantie, still 
pulls people into to the world of boating. 

With New Hampshire’s 18 miles of eoast- 
line and 944 lakes, some Granite Staters 
will always eonneet good weather with the 
season of hitting the water. Aeeording to 
the New Hampshire Department of Motor 
Vehieles, some 94,000 boats are registered 
in New Hampshire eaeh year. More than 
89,700 of those spend all their time in lakes, 
while more than 4,300 are strietly seafaring. 

Charlie Jaeobson, a salesman at Silver 
Sands Marina in Gilford, says the allure of 
boat ownership is not eomplieated. 

‘They’re fun. [They’re for] going out on 
the lake, swimming, water-skiing, fishing,” 
Jaeobson said. “It’s a pleasure eraft. Not 


something you need. They put the word plea- 
sure in there, and there’s a reason for that.” 

If the boating bug has bitten you, here are 
some ideas for boats that might make your 
summer on the water a little sweeter. From 
the simple eanoe or kayak to the high-prieed 
yaehts, what follows is a brief look at some 
of the boats that might eateh your eye and a 
bit on what it takes to own one. 

All priees listed are rough estimates. 

Registration and Certification 

If you want to own a boat in New Hamp- 
shire, keep in mind that you’ll need to register 
it — though if you have a eanoe, kayak or a 
sailboat smaller than 12 feet long, you’re off 
the hook — and, if your boat’s horsepow- 
er is higher than 25, you’ll also need to get 
eertified. 

If you have anything with a motor, regard- 
less of size, or if your sailboat is longer than 
12 feet, you’ll need a pay the state two kinds 
of fees: registration fees and boat fees. 

The boat fees vary by boat size, age and 


style. There are more than 330 possible fee 
amounts; you ean eall 227-4030 for help eal- 
eulating your fees. By statute, the minimum 
boat fee is $10, but some of them are as high 
as $1,761 for a new, 52-foot yaeht. 

Registration fees are determined by a eom- 
bination of boat size (from $24 to $92) and 
the addition of eertain flat fees that help to 
fund N.H. Fish and Game seareh and reseue, 
the authorized retail agent if your boat deal- 
er handles it for you and various funds for 
eonservation and publie aeeess. It adds up to 
another $20.50, and if you plan on using your 
boat on the oeean, add another $2 to that. 

If you aren’t already a eertified boat oper- 
ator in the state and you’re older than 16 and 
using a boat with greater than 25 horsepow- 
er, you’ll need to enroll in the state’s Boating 
Edueation Class. 

“There’s a full-day eourse that ean be 
divided into two days where you go and 
study and get leetured to,” Durgin said. 

After that, you take an exam. If you pass 
with a grade of 80 pereent or higher, you are 


issued a boating safety eertifieate. The elass 
eosts $30 and the eard is another $10. 

Specialty Wooden Boats 

So what kind of boat is best for you? 
Antique boat shows are filled with boaters 
who are willing to pay a premium for a high- 
quality wooden boat, hand erafted to eustom 
order and sometimes just as formidable in 
terms of speed and maneuverability, if not 
more so, as its fiberglass eounterparts. 

The 28-foot-long Lyman Islanders are 
a good example of a wooden, motor-driv- 
en runabout, though they are often traded 
as antiques these days. More often, wooden 
boats take the form of rowboats like pea- 
pods, skiffs (flat-bottomed, with a pointed 
bow), whieh ean be outfitted to be sailed or 
rowed, or sailboats like larger schooners (a 
sailing ship with two or more masts). 

Nathan Greeley has a boat building and 
restoration business in Portsmouth whieh has 
worked with all of these and more. 

For those looking for elassie beauty eom- 


Steamboats 


Every year at Lee Mills in Moultonboro, a 
strange, mostly unseen migration takes place. 
Steamboat owners from across the country 
gather at the annual Steamboat Meet. David 
Thompson, the meet organizer, said this is the 
42nd year they’ve done it and there are about 50 
to 60 steamboats that line the shores and plug 
slowly through the water, letting out the occa- 
sional blast of their steam whistles. 


“They come down from Canada, there’s been 
guys that come fi'om Florida and Texas, West 
Virginia, Maryland, New York, Ohio,” Thomp- 
son said. “They come fi'om everywhere,” 

And Thompson said more than 1,000 people 
visit the meet over a single weekend during the 
10-day affair. 

The boats vary in size from 8 feet to 35, but 
Thompson said they are most often built to be 


about 20 to 25 feet long. They’re constructed 
out of wooden skiffs, and the engine is usu- 
ally located in the center of the boat, with its 
signature smokestack jutting up through a 
canopy. 

Thompson said some are propelled by pad- 
dlewheels but most use propellers. They can be 
driven with a steering wheel, steering stick or 
tiller. Most steamboats in America bum wood. 


though a few can bum oil or liquid petroleum. 

There are only a few places that can be com- 
missioned to build such a steamboat, the closest 
being in Rhode Island. But for the most part, 
Thompson said, steamboat enthusiasts tend to 
build their own.

bined with power, Durgin recommends the 
Hacker-Craft brand of boats. 

“The Hacker-Craft is a vintage type of 
wooden boat,” Durgin said. “One of the high- 
est-thought-of wooden boats in the world.” 

They can range in size from 18 to 50 
feet long and they can cost anywhere from 
$250,000 to about $450,000. They are each 
built to order with custom designs and Dur- 
gin said it takes about 900 man-hours to 
build, though there are also some pre-built 
boats at the Goodhue & Hawkins Navy Yard. 

Durgin said they also ride differently from 
fiberglass boats. 

“They not only ride on top but they also part 
the water. They’re heavier. They’re narrower 
than a typical fiberglass boat,” Durgin said. 
“They’re a lot sleeker and go through the 
water with a sharper entry.” 

Toteable Boats 

Less expensive options start with “toteable” 
boats, typically small enough to fit inside the 
flatbed of a pickup truck or can be strapped to 
the roof of a station wagon. 

Kayaks are available at stores like Dick’s 
Sporting Goods in Concord, Nashua or Ports- 
mouth for as low as $200 to as high as $770. 
At Bass Pro Shops in Hooksett, they range 
from $250 to $1,600. You can also find them 
at L.L. Bean or Eastern Mountain Sports. If 
you want to go up-market, stores like Fay’s 
Boat Yard in Gifford specialize in Hobie 
brand kayaks, which usually range above a 
grand to upward of $6,000 to $7,000. There 
are several varieties of kayaks, including sin- 
gle-seaters, dual-seaters, standing kayaks, 
raised-seat kayaks and two kayaks connect- 
ed to form a catamaran. 

Paddleboats are another fun, low-mainte- 
nance approach to a relaxing tour of a lake. 
Also known as pedal boats, they are avail- 
able for between $400 and $850 and can seat 
anywhere from two to five people. They’re 
usually around seven feet long. 

Bass boats are the flat, plastic molded 
boats, about 8 feet long, with a raised seat or 
two. If you’ve seen the bass fishing shows on 
the Outdoor Channel, then you’ve seen these 
boats. They run from $500 to $1,800 and can

be equipped with an outboard motor (the 
kind that hangs off the back). Some are even 
pre-wired to work with auxiliary trolling 
engines to provide more delicate maneuver- 
ability for wiggling into those hard-to-reach 
fishing destinations. 

Canoes offer some old-school fun in the 
local pond for one or two people at a time, 
usually. They’re generally sold new for any- 
where between $400 and $865. They are 
usually around 14 feet long with a width 
around 3 feet at the middle. 

Small Boats 

Once your boat gets long and heavy 
enough, you’ll need a trailer to transport 
it. Even small utility boats like Jon boats 
and V-bottom boats, which can be from 10 
feet to 16 feet long and made of aluminum, 
will need a trailer. Jon boats have a fiat bow 
(front) as opposed to the oft-seen V-shape 
where the center comes to a point.

If you want to stop in a lakeside town, 
like Meredith, Wolfeboro or Alton Bay, 
there are publie doeks where boaters ean 
tie up and get out to do some sightseeing 
or shopping. 

Another popular option for boaters 
looking for something to do on the lake 
is a sandbar — a long, narrow sand- 
bank where boats gather and throw down 
anehors. People often swim in these areas, 
or just hang out onboard, eating and 
soeializing. Some boaters tie up to other 
boats. 

Sandbars inelude the Witehes, Margate 
and Small’s Cove. 

“There is one at the end of Paugus Bay 
known as the Graveyard,” Makris said. 
“The biggest one is Braun Bay. On Sat- 
urday or Sunday in the summertime, there 
eould be 1 00 boats out there. . . . They drop 
anehor and just hang out, listen to musie 
and swim.” 


and sizes tend to go up from there for sailboats. 

Steve Durgin at Goodhue & Hawkins in 
Wolfeboro said he sells a brand of higher- 
end small boats called Rossiters. They range 
in size from 14 to 23 feet long and have a 
V-shaped bow. They generally range in price 
from $18,000 to $75,000. 

“Rossiter is a smaller outboard-powered 
boat made in Canada,” Durgin said. “It has a 
high level of finish and handles the water on 
Lake Winnipesaukee and oceans very well.” 

Durgin said they can come in handy for 
teaching a young person how to drive a boat. 

“In New Hampshire, if you’re under 16 
years old, you don’t need a boating safety 
certificate to drive one of those boats,” Dur- 
gin said. “If it’s under 25 horsepower, it’s 
legal for you to operate.” 

And while Rossiters handle larger bodies 
of water well for a boat as small as 14 feet 
long, Durgin said it’s still best only to take out 
a small boat like that when the water is calm. 

In general, if you’re going out on some- 
thing other than a small pond, Durgin 
recommends getting a bigger boat. 

“The bigger the lake, the bigger the waves. 
The bigger the waves, the more the boat 
needs to bridge from one wave to another in 
order to be comfortable,” Durgin said. 

Mid-Sized Boats 

If you want to take a fun cruise with fami- 
ly or you want the speed and maneuverability 
needed for water sports, you may want a mid- 
sized boat. Here, we’ll define mid-sized as 
between 17 feet and about 30 feet. And for 
the most part, these include bowriders, cuddy 
cabins and pontoons. 

Bowriders, one of the most common types 
of runabouts, are defined by the open com- 
partment in front of the steering wheel where 
friends and family can seat themselves at the 
bow of the boat even while the boat is speed- 
ing through the water. They can be used for a 
delightful cruise through the lake, or for water 
sports. Bowriders are all made of fiberglass 
and almost all of them use stemdrives, which 
are a combination of inboard engines and out- 
board drives (where the propeller in the rear 
moves right and left with the steering wheel). 
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This IS not to be confused with straight 
inboard, where the propeller is stationary and 
the steering wheel controls a rudder. 

Irwin Marine sells a lot of bowriders, hwin 
said, including a number of models made by 
the Sea Ray brand. Sea Ray makes sleekly 
designed bowriders from 19 feet long with a 
135 standard horsepower engine and room 
for 11 people to a 29.5-feet-long boat with 
up to a 380-horsepower engine and room for 
14 people. And there are about 20 options 
in between. Their V-shaped bow comes to a 
slightly rounded point and they often have a 
high deadrise between 19 and 21 degrees to 
help slice through the waves. 

They range in price from about $26,000 
to $114,000 and options include a rough- 
ly $5,000 tower that goes over the steering 
wheel section to hold a canopy or water sport 
gear. Some models include a refrigerator for 
$1,100 and a VHF radio for another $1,000. 
And that’s just to name a few. The trailer for 
the 29-foot bowrider is about $ 12,000 while a 
trailer for the smaller, 19-foot boat can range 
from $130 to $1,800. 

Another brand of bowrider is the Malibu, 
an inboard ski boat. 

“[It’s] more or less a specialty boat for ski- 
ing or wakeboarding or surfing,” Steve Durgin 
at Goodhue & Hawkins in Wolfeboro said. 

They usually range in size from 20 to 22 
feet, according to Durgin, and the price can 
range from $75,000 to $220,000. The stan- 
dard horsepower for these models is 350 but 
can go up to 550. Like the Sea Rays, seating 
starts at 1 1 and goes up to 14. 

Durgin also sells is a Cobalt bowrider. He 
said that’s a higher-quality boat. 

“Cobalt is the Mercedes of boats,” he said. 
“It’s considered the best by many people.” 

Cobalts have a watersports line of about 
eight current models and a BR series with 
about nine models. They range in size from 20 
feet to 30 feet, and the bowriders range in price 
from $48,000 to $120,000. Horsepower for the 
20-footers is usually around 220 to 300, while 
the 30-footers range from 300 to 430. 

Used bowriders at Goodhue range wide- 
ly in price based on year, model and what 
shape it’s in. But Durgin said a used bowrid- 
er that passes inspection can sell for as low 
as $10,000. 

Lakeport Landing and Paugus Bay Mari- 
na in Laconia sell mid-sized boats made by 
major brands like Formula, Chris-Craft, Ava- 
lon, Bay liner and Checkmate. Brands like 
Formula produce cuddy cabin boats, which 
are popular on bigger lakes like Winnipesau- 
kee and Winnisquam because their speed and 
size allows them to handle choppy waters 
and bigger waves well. Cuddy cabins are 
similar to bowriders, but instead of having an 
open bow for seating, the front space is used 
as a small sleeping cabin. 

Another type of mid-sized boat, common- 
ly seen on smaller lakes, is the pontoon. 

“They’re affordable. They’re easy to 
maneuver and to use,” Irwin said. 


Pontoons are platform-style boats that float 
on two, tube-shaped aluminum hulls and pro- 
vide a lot of space for more seating. 

“They give you tons of room,” Irwin said. 
“It’s like having your living room on the water.” 

Irwin said what you gain in space you usu- 
ally lose in speed, but some models come 
with a third, center tube that can make your 
pontoon handle more like a runabout. 

Irwin said they range in size from about 17 
feet to 30 feet, with larger models able to seat 
up to 25 people. They can be outfitted with 
either a stemdrive or an outboard motor. 

Bought new, pontoons can range in price 
from $20,000 to $80,000. Used, they’re clos- 
er to $5,000 to $50,000. Irwin said you can 
also buy pontoon trailers for between $2,000 
and $5,000. Durgin sells a luxury pontoon 
called the Marker M27, which can come 
equipped with a Bluetooth-enabled stereo 
system among other things. It’s mn by an 
outboard engine with up to 350 horsepower 
and seats about 14 people. 

Cruisers & Freshwater Yachts 

Some may want to watch a high definition 
Blu-ray on their flat-screen TV or sip chilled 
Champagne with a special someone while 
anchored at a quiet spot on the lake. For more 
luxury amenities, there are a number of large, 
fiberglass boats that fall under the category of 
cruisers or yachts. Some of these can be used 
in saltwater as well. 

Sea Ray makes a number of boats it classi- 
fies as sport cruisers. 

“Sport cruisers are gonna have a cabin 
that you can sleep in and stay overnight,” 
Irwin said. 

They also often have a small dining area 
and a bathroom. 

The Sea Ray 260 Sundancer is an exam- 
ple of a smaller cruiser, at about 27 feet long. 
Its cabin has room for four people to sleep, 
which would be great for a small family. It 
even has a shower, with a 20-galIon water 
tank. Its standard horsepower is 300. It starts 
at about $108,000. 

Of Sea Ray’s seven sport cruisers, among 
the largest is the 370 Sundancer, which is 37 
feet long. It’s powered by two 370-horse- 
power stemdrives. Its extra space is enough 
to sleep up to six people. It starts at about 
$449,000. 

About the same size is the Sea Ray 370 
Venture. It won the 2014 Boat of the Year 
award by Boating magazine for its unique 
concealed outboard motors, which provide 
more space, less noise and lower mainte- 
nance costs. It starts at about $428,000. 

Cobalt makes a boat in the sport yacht 
category, the Cobalt A40. 

“Sport yachts are bigger. They’re basical- 
ly a yacht which is usually from 40 feet and 
above,” Irwin said. 

This 40-foot yacht, which Goodhue & 
Hawkins sells, is so spacious the cabin area 
includes a master bedroom and a living 
room. It’s twin stemdrives range in horse- 
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power from 335 to 430. Two 15 -inch touch 
screens at the helm provide you with naviga- 
tion charts and engine functions and can be 
integrated into the optional radar. 

Durgin said he sells this approximately 
$700,000 boat about once a year. 

Irwin said most sport yachts generally start 
at half a million dollars and go up from there. 

Lawrence Bussey, the owner of North- 
east Yachts in Portsmouth, calls these “motor 
yachts” and said some of them, up to 75 feet 
long, fetch up to $2 million or $3 million. 

The Sea Ray 410 Sundancer is 41.5 feet 
long and, to put its below-deck space in per- 
spective, it takes five full steps down the 
stairs to get there from above deck. It boasts 
a spacious master bedroom with a full-sized 
bed and a 24-inch LED flat-screen TV and 
Blu-ray player, a living area with a sofa that 
converts to a bed, a galley with a fridge and 
freezer, bathroom and shower. It sleeps six 
people. The cockpit has an ice-maker and 
a built-in ice bucket that come standard. Its 
twin propeller pods beneath the hull can spin 
with up to 459 horsepower. 


Build a boat

The 410 Sundancer starts at about 
$730,000. And that’s the entry-level model 
for Sea Ray’s sport yacht category. 

To put it into greater perspective, the Sea 
Ray 580 Sundancer is 60 feet long and its 
interior cabin is so large it has room for two 
staterooms with a queen-sized, innerspring 
mattress in the master and a bathroom and 
shower for each stateroom. It can fit six to 
eight people. One of the optional arrange- 
ments is to actually replace the aft stateroom 
with two crew quarters. Of course, there’s still 
a TV (32-inch this time, plus surround sound). 
And for those keeping score, it takes seven 
steps to walk up the stairs between the cab- 
in and the top deck. Its twin V-drives (inboard 
engine with propellers jutting out from the 
center of the hull toward the rear mdder) come 
standard with a 765 -horsepower engine but 
can also work with an optional 1,051 -horse- 
power V 1 0 engine. The Sea Ray website stops 
listing prices once you get to this boat, but it’s 
safe to say you’re going to spend at least $1 
million. And that price gets higher as the boat 
gets bigger. Perhaps the largest and priciest 
yacht Sea Ray makes is the L650 Fly. It’s 65 
feet long and has three levels. 

Other options for sport yachts can be found 
at Silver Sands Marina in Gilford, where they 
specialize in Carver brand boats. 

Ocean Boats 

The kind of boats you take out to sea are 
a little different than most of the freshwater 
options out there. Mostly, they’re bigger. But 
center console boats are about the same size 
as sport yachts, usually between 25 and about 
40 feet in length, though sometimes they can 
be as small as 15 feet. Designed for offshore 
fishing, primarily, they use outboard motors. 
Some 40-footers can have up to four of them 
at 350 horsepower each bringing the boat to 
70 miles per hour. If you want to know what 
it looks like, look no further than the Show- 
time original series Dexter. A 2001 Century 
2901 center console called the Slice of Life 
featured prominently in the eponymous pro- 
tagonist’s, well, recreational activities. The 
29-footer had two outboard engines and, 
incidentally, was on sale on eBay for $75,000 
shortly after the show ended. 

Lawrence Bussey of Northeast Yachts 
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sells center consoles. He said they typically 
range in price from $25,000 to $225,000. 

Similar to center consoles is the multi-hull 
power boat, which has a fishing-friendly 
deck, but instead of a single V-shaped hull it 
has two V-shaped hulls and nothing but water 
and air in between. This lends it greater sta- 
bility when you are casting a line. 

Ocean Yachts 

If you are an avid fisher and enjoy the fin- 
er things in life, a sportfish boat may be the 
right choice for you. They have long fronts 
where you can often walk along the railed 
edge of the bow when not in motion. Sport- 
fish boats are also easily identifiable by the 
towers above the enclosed cockpit and out- 
riggers (long poles that extend beyond the 
side of the boat) that can drop bait lines far- 
ther from the boat to catch big game fish. 

Bussey said they range in size from 28 to 
75 feet and can range in price from about 
$50,000 to $500,000. They often have plen- 
ty of cabin space and amenities. Higher-end 
models have multiple decks and they have 
a wide array of engine options available, 
including outboard, stemdrives, pod drives 
and inboard engines. They can often cruise at 
30 miles per hour for several hours. 

Another good boat for ocean cmising are 
downeast boats. Bussey said they range 
from 28 feet to 65 and it’s usually a custom- 
built boat with lobster-boat-style hulls. 

“We’re finding that more and more peo- 
ple across the country are looking at these 
downeast boats,” Bussey said. 

He said prices can start at $200,000. 

For longer-range cmising vessel, Bussey 
recommends the recreational trawlers. 
Shaped just like commercial fishing trawlers, 
they can be up to 100 feet long. 

“It’s generally a more rounded hull shape 
that is designed for extended cmising,” 
Bussey said. “You might be off shore for a 
week or more at a time.” 

He said trawler owners often like to take 
their yacht through the “great loop” by tak- 
ing one of the northeastern coastal rivers to 
the Great Lakes, through Chicago and south 
by way of the Mississippi, through the Gulf 
of Mexico and up the East Coast. 

Bussey said there are yachts known as

defense contracting shell company, to avoid j 
suspicion and keep your secret identity safe, i 

mega yachts, which can be as long as 160 
feet. They often cost $1 million and higher, 
and almost all of them are custom vessels. 

There are also super yachts, which range 
in size from 180 to 300 feet, according to 
Bussey, and the sky's the limit when it comes 
to price. 

One example is the Mirabella V, which 
cost $50 million. Its construction was com- 
missioned by former Avis CEO Joseph 
Vittoria and it was only one of a fleet of super 
yachts Vittoria owned until he ultimately sold 
them all. Mirabella V’s specially woven sail 
was made in a textile mill in New Ipswich. 

The super yacht so large, it is perhaps bet- 
ter classified as a ship, especially since it 
requires a crew of 16 to operate and it con- 
tains a 29-foot boat, or tender, in its garage 
for shuttling passengers aboard. A

For much of the cast of the Nashua 
Actorsingers’ upcoming show, Crazy for 
You, a romantic night out means singing, 
tap dancing, running lines and constructing 
sets late into the night. 

“My sons used to say, ‘It’s 11 p.m. Do 
you know where your parents are?”’ said 
Ben Pascucci at a rehearsal last week. 
It was around 8 p.m., and the play’s run- 
through had just begun, as the previous 
hour had been devoted to costume fittings. 
He plays Everett Baker and his wife Alice 
is Lottie Childs. They’ve been performing 
in community theater since the early 1980s, 
and at 79 and 77, respectively, they show 
no signs of slowing down.

“He had to talk me 
through the rehearsal process — where spe- 
cifically to hit so it wouldn’t hurt as much, 
where it was going to make the loudest 
noise.”

Crazy for You is a romantic love story.

The play follows Bobby Childs, a New 
York banker who’s always dreamed of 
dancing in a Broadway musical. His job 
is to deliver foreclosure papers to the 
owners of the rundown Gaiety Theatre 
in Deadrock, Nevada, but soon after he 
arrives, he meets and falls in love with 
the owner’s daughter, Polly Baker. In an 
attempt to help the Bakers save their the- 
ater from foreclosure, he suggests they put 
on a musical to raise money and calls on 
New York friends, the Follies Girls. In an 
attempt to win Polly’s heart, Bobby dis- 
guises himself as the famous director, Bela 
Zangler. 

“I did the show in college — I was one of 
the Follies girls — and I fell in love with it. 
When I heard the Actorsingers were doing 
it, I thought, I would love to do it again, 
and I thought [the role of Bobby Child] was 
perfect for him,” Laura Iwaskiewicz said. 
“So I started teaching him how to tap dance 
last summer.” 

The other onstage couple are Sophie 
(who plays Irene Roth) and Kevin Link- 
roum (who plays Lank Hawkins), who also 
said there’s a higher comfort level when 
playing opposite one another. They run 
lines together, and as a result, often spend 
more time thinking about and rehearsing 
for shows they do together. 

Other Actorsingers couples include direc- 
tor Martha Daniels Holland and actor Jed 
Holland (who plays a cowboy named Mingo), 
and producer Kathy Lovering and her hus- 
band, Bob Lovering, who does sets for this 
show. Both also met through Actorsingers. 

Martha Daniels Holland said the offstage 
chemistry makes the show better, particu- 
larly among the married actors. 

“When they have to kiss onstage, it’s 
very natural because they’re a real-life hus- 
band and wife,” she said. “Those looks and 
they way they interact with each other are 
true and genuine. It brings a reality to the 
show.” M

Fresh blood 

Meet the League of NH Craftsmen’s newest director

League of New 
Hampshire Craftsmen 
Exeeutive Direetor 
Susie Lowe-Stoek- 
well has deeided to 
retire at the end of 
June, and filling her 
shoes is 36-year-old 
Jane Oneail. 

The seleetion eom- 
mittee, Lowe-Stoekwell 
said via phone, wanted someone with expe- 
rienee in management and arts edueation, 
but just as important was that the new diree- 
tor have an understanding of arts and erafts, 
past and present. 

They were impressed with Oneail imme- 
diately. Oneail grew up in Manehester and 
reeently served as Currier Museum of Art 
senior edueator. Prior to that, she was at the 
Lyman Allyn Art Museum and the Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Museum. She’s got art, art 
history and arts in edueation degrees from 
Colgate, BU and Harvard, but she said dur- 
ing an interview with the Hippo last week 
that her real passion is people. 

Why did you want to accept this position? 

Thinking about how people are engaged 
in the arts and living with art is very exeit- 
ing for me. For me, it’s about people first, 
arts seeond. 

Tell me about yourself, 

I grew up in Manehester and went to pub- 
lie sehools here. ... I’ve been at the Currier 
for five and a half years. One of my primary 
responsibilities was working with their vol- 
unteers. There were about 100. ... That was 
the real joy of the job for me, helping them 
to beeome better edueators. ... I also real- 
ized quiekly I loved running eommittees. 
And I love hearing people’s stories. Onee 
I know you and your personal story, I love 
eonneeting you with the things you may be 
interested in, or eonneeting you with some- 
thing that involves your interests, strengths 
and passions. 

Did you like the idea of working with art- 
ists who make functional art — art people 
use and live with? 

[Crafts] are things you live with and toueh. 
It’s interesting; at the Currier, you’re work- 
ing so mueh with paintings and things from 
another time, another plaee, but you don’t 
really have a eontext. The biggest hurdle is 
making [the art] relatable, and helping peo- 
ple eonneet with it. But I always found that, 
when you walk through the Zimmerman 


House, it’s naturally more relatable. ... I also 
think [people] get exeited to meet the artist. 
. . . All of a sudden, you value something so 
mueh more when you meet the person and 
understand the talent that goes into ereating 
something. 

The League is such an important part oj 
the staters cultural history as well. 

People eome up to me and say, ‘T’ve been 
going to the Craftsmen’s Fair with my family 
for the last 25 years!” There’s something so 
preeious about those eneounters. . . . [Crafts] 
tie into the notion of what New Hampshire 
is all about. 

What do you see the League looking like 
in a few years? 

I do feel like I need to get my feet wet 
before envisioning those ehanges, but I do 
think one thing the League will be wrestling 
with in deeades ahead is how to be respon- 
sive to new teehnologies and ehanges in the 
field of eraft. It’s part of the League’s mis- 
sion to embraee eontemporary eraft, but 
it still has this kind of slippery definition. 
Obviously, when people think about eraft, 
they think of something handmade. So how 
do you negotiate that with teehnology? I 
think it’s something the organization is open 
to, but they really want to honor the work 
and respeet the work of the eraftsmen and 
never undermine the things that have been 
made entirely by hand. 

What specifically are ways people are 
using new technologies in the field of craft? 

Let’s say an artist is earving something by 
hand right now. You eould make it the same 
way using a 3D printer. ... As an organiza- 
tion, we want to be responsive for this and 
honor it, and I think there are ways to hon- 
or it and not undereut the work people are 
doing by hand. But it’s a fine line. . . . The 
idea of online sales will be an interesting 
negotiation as well. 

What are characteristics you think 
craftsmen (and perhaps other artists) need 
to have to be successful? 

If you’re making things with your hand, 
you have to have the skills and baekground 
and edueation to make something, but then 
you also have to have persistenee and pas- 
sion. . . . It’s really hard to make a living as 
an artist. . . . Being business-sawy helps too. 

Did Susie give you any tips? 

I will be overlapping with her for about six 
weeks. She did the nieest thing after I was 
hired — she sent me a eard that said, “You’re 
getting the best job in the state of New Hamp- 
shire, and you have my support.” A

On what makes a successful arts community: The communities that are thriving 
with the arts are the ones who are paying attention and listening. ...

The women of Granite State 
Roller Derby return to the Everett 
Arena for their season home opener 
on Saturday, May 16.

el team to the two home teams,” 
Niekulas said. “It’s really the whole 
speetrum of the sport in one plaee.” 

Granite State Roller Derby is a 
member-run league eomprised of 
26 players. A year and a half ago, 
they were admitted into the Wom- 
en’s Flat Traek Derby Assoeiation, 
where they are eurrently ranked 
144 out of 228 leagues. 

The roller derby season runs 
spring through fall (primari- 
ly beeause the arenas are eovered 
with iee during the winter for win- 
ter sports), but the teams train and 
serimmage all year long. GSRD’s 
next reeruitment date is July 8, and 
Niekulas said if there is enough 
interest, the league might add

another team. 

If you’re new to roller derby, 
here’s the gist: eaeh team ean have 
five skaters on the traek. One of the 
five skaters is designated the “jam- 
mer” and seores points by passing 
members of the opposing team. 
The other skaters work both offen- 
sively and defensively to stop the 
opposing team’s jammer while 
also aiding their own jammer. The 
whole game, ealled a “bout,” is 
two 30-minute segments eomprised 
of 2-minute-or-shorter segments 
ealled “jams.” 

While roller derby is eonsidered 
a eontaet sport, Niekulas said it has 
gotten an inaeeurate reputation for 
being aggressive. She said the home 
opener will be as family-friendly as 
a hoekey or rugby game. 

“There’s none of the slinging- 
of-elbows that the game has been 
assoeiated with,” she said. “Elbow- 
throwing is illegal. The game has 
evolved in the past few years to 
have a huge emphasis on strategy 
and less on hard hits.” 

The sport offers a unique appeal 
to women — it is open to those 
who never thought of themselves 
as athletes and even to those who 
have never skated. 

“You don’t get many opportu- 
nities after eollege or high sehool 
to try a new sport,” Niekulas said. 
“There aren’t many organized 
teams like [roller derby], where 


you ean put skates on for the first 
time and work your way up to be 
eligible to eompete. It’s really 
empowering.” 

Another appeal is the sense of 
eommunity among the players. For 
Faith Meixell, head of the GSRD’s 
publie relations eommittee and 
player for the Fighting Finehes, 
roller derby was a way to meet new 
people when she moved to Coneord 
after eollege. 

“That’s my favorite thing,” she 
said, “getting to know women of 
all different ages who do different 
things for work, and doing a sport 
together that is so different from 
anything you do in daily life. It’s 
kind of a strange thing, but a eool 
pursuit and a great group to get to 
know.” 

The home teams will have three 
more summer home bouts at the 
Everett Arena, and the All- Stars 
will have three summer away 
bouts. The teams will also make an 
appearanee at the Market Days Fes- 
tival in downtown Coneord held on 
June 25, 26 and 27, where they’ll 
do some easual bout demos in the 
street and hand out flyers for their 
reeruitment date. 

“Our goal for the year is to eon- 
tinue growing and nurturing roller 
derby in Coneord, and to rise in 
rankings so we ean reaeh division- 
two status and go to the playoffs,” 
Niekulas said.i®

Annuals for the giving 

Certain flowers make great gifts

In case you missed Mother’s Day, or if 
you’re just looking for a great gift for any- 
one this time of year, head to your local 
family-owned garden center. The flowers 
you get there will be perfect for this climate, 
tried and tested by the owners and staff. 

Here is what I am suggesting: make a nice 
planter full of annual flowers that will bloom 
all summer so your gift recipient will think 
of you every time she waters it. But before 
you buy things, think about the sun condi- 
tions. If it will go on a north- facing deck, 
you need flowers whose tags include the 
words “shade” or “part shade.” A few annu- 
als are even labeled “sun to shade,” but they 
are rare. If the plant is going in full sun, or all 
afternoon sun, look for tags that say “sun.” 

If you are buying a pot to place your gift 
in, consider these factors: old-fashioned clay 
pots are nice, but they lose water through the 
pores, allowing the roots to dry out faster 
than a nice glazed ceramic pot would, or (for 
those on a strict budget) a plastic or fiber- 
glass pot. You should probably avoid the 
clay pots for anyone who is too busy. 

When it comes to pots, bigger is better. 
More room for soil and for plants that want 
to expand. More potting mix to hold mois- 
ture. Don’t think the flowering plant you buy 
will stay that size. It will grow. Six cubic 
inches of potting soil per plant is the rule of 
thumb, though often I don’t follow that and 
squeeze in more plants. 

Self- watering planters are good, too. 
These pots have a water reservoir in the 
base, below a shelf, and a wicking system 
that keeps roots moist, but not soggy. Fill 
that reservoir once a week and the soil stays 
adequately moist in most situations. 

What should you put in the pot? Certainly 
not ordinary dirt (or soil as we are supposed 
to say). I use a 50-50 mix of potting soil and 
compost, my own or purchased. Moo-Doo 
brand composted cow manure works great, 
but there are plenty of kinds. If you have a 
16-inch-diameter pot (a nice size) you can 
also mix into the soil ingredients a half-cup 
of slow-release organic fertilizer, or less for 
smaller pots. 

The basic design principle for planters is 
this: if you have a big planter (16 to 24 inch- 
es across) put something tall in the middle, 
surrounded by three complementary-colored 
medium-sized plants, and then squeeze in 
some “trailers” that will hang over the edg- 
es. The trailers may be just foliage plants, or 
blooming plants. A 10- to 12-inch planter 
can have a tall or medium height plant, and 
some trailers. Or you can buy three or more

6- to 8 -inch pots and put just one plant in 
each, and then arrange the pots in a nice trio. 

Now the plants. There are plenty of nice 
ones, from old-fashioned petunias to new 
things that are trademarked hybrids. Almost 
all will bloom all summer, though some like 
Osteospurmum look great in spring and fall, 
but are just foliage in the heat of summer. 
I visited my favorite garden center recently, 
and got lots of the ideas for planters. 

Let’s start with the shade. Impatiens was 
the favorite for decades, then a few years 
ago, along came a blight that ruined them. 
In pots on a deck, with fresh soil, they will 
probably do just fine. They are a medium- 
sized plant that never stops blooming till 
frost, and come in a variety of colors, and 
with both single and double blossoms. I am 
still leery of planting them in the ground, 
especially if the blight ever struck there in 
the past. 

Other shade plants? Torenia is being pro- 
moted to replace Impatiens. It is nice, but not 
as dramatic (for me, anyhow). New Guin- 
ea Impatiens is also good, but is rarely sold 
in those inexpensive six-packs. Begonias 
can be great; I saw a black-leafed one with 
white blossoms that I liked called “Mocca 
White.” Oxalis is a favorite of mine and I 
bring it inside each fall and winter it over as 
a houseplant. 

For sun there are even more plants to 
choose from. I like Superbenas, which are 
trademarked, hybridized verbenas, and 
Supertunias (the same, but derived from 
petunias). Diamond Frost is a Euphor- 
bia hybrid that has huge numbers of tiny 
white blossoms all summer. Angelonia has 
a 20-inch stalk with lots of pink blossoms. 
Salvias are great plants, with plenty of sizes, 
heights and colors. Licorice plant (Helichry- 
sum) is a great foliage plants that takes hot, 
sunny locations. It comes in gray and char- 
treuse-leafed varieties. Persian shield has 
shiny purple leaves for hot, dry places. 

Don’t take my advice when it comes to 
plants: ask those friendly folks at your gar- 
den center. They deal with them all day, 
every day.

Antique shops don’t have a good market for 
kitehen or parlor wood stoves, so advertising 
it is your best bet.

Canned tire repair products do work but are only temporary fixes 


Dear Car Talk: 

I’m wondering if 
you would comment 
on tire-repair-in-a-can 
products like Fix-A- 
Flat for emergency tire 
repair I am in the Navy 
By Ray Magiiozzi drying to ensure 

that my wife has a back- 
up plan to changing a tire if AAA is delayed 
for several hours (not a good thing with a 
4-year-old in the back seat). Do these prod- 
ucts work? — Jeffrey 

They often do work. There even are a few 
small cars that come equipped with that stuff 
in the tmnk. 

In the first Fiat 500 we test drove, instead 
of a spare tire I remember finding a can of 
“flat fixer,” a little air compressor and a bot- 
tle of Filippo Berio Extra Virgin Olive Oil. 
The oil must have been for dipping your 
bread in while waiting for the tow tmck if the 
flat fixer didn’t work. 

If you have a small hole in the tire — 
from a nail, for instance — or a slow leak 
around the rim, products like Fix-A-Flat can 
work well as temporary solutions. The can 
contains a liquid that’s injected into the tire, 
along with additional air. Once inside the 
tire, the slime hardens against the inside of 


the tire and, hopefully, covers up the hole. 

But it’s a temporary fix. The idea is that it 
allows you to get off the side of the road and 
get home, or get to a tire repair place. 

And it won’t work for every flat tire. If you 
have a gash in your sidewall, or you backed 
over the spikes in a rental car return lot, or sus- 
tained any serious damage, a can of Fix-A-Flat 
is not going to help you at all. Unless, perhaps, 
you can stuff the can itself into the hole. 

And there are other limitations to keep in 
mind. The stuff freezes when it’s below 32 
degrees. So if you live where it gets cold, and 
you keep it in your trunk, you may have to 
cuddle the can to your bosom in the passen- 
ger compartment for an hour or two until it 
turns back into liquid. 

Also, there’s not much additional air in 
that can. So if your tire is really fiat and rid- 
ing close to the rim, the contents of the can 
won’t give you enough air to drive on. 

You can address that by keeping a little 
compressor in the car, like the one Fiat pro- 
vides. It’s powered by the car’s power point 
(aka cigarette lighter). It’s slow, but it gets the 
job done. 

So, leaving a can of Fix-A-Flat in your 
wife’s car, along with a compressor, is not a 
bad idea, Jeffrey. It may get her out of trou- 
ble someday. But because it won’t work on 


every tire failure, you want her to have road- 
side assistance, too. 

And even when it does work, make sure 
she knows that she’ll need to get the car to a 
mechanic who can fix the tire properly with 
a patch or a plug. 

Dear Car Talk: 

I have a 1999 Mercedes ML430 with 
150,000 miles, and for the past bunch of 
years, occasionally there would be a tick- 
ing/clicking/clacking sound coming from the 
dash area. I determined that it occurs when 
the temperature dial is set all the way to the 
cold side, and my mechanic thinks it’s the 
heater gate getting stuck or trying repeated- 
ly to close when it may already be closed. I 
suspect that pieces of insulating foam may be 
blocking the gate. (I’ve seen pieces of gray 
foam fly out of the dash vents when the fan 
speed was on high!) Is there an easy fix for 
this? The vehicle is quite old (although it 
drives well), so I don ’t want to pay to have 
the entire dash taken apart to get to the prob- 
lem area; however, the clicking noise is quite 
annoying in the summer, and I’m concerned 
that the gate motor might fail eventually. 
Thanks! — Ken 

Well, there’s your easy fix for the clicking 
sound, Ken: The gate motor will eventually 


fail. 

Those are called servo motors. They use 
little gears to move things - in this case, your 
ventilation system’s blend doors. The gears 
usually are made of plastic. And when a gear 
gets stripped, you get that clicking sound 
when it repeatedly tries to close the blend 
door and can’t. 

If you can keep it from clicking by turning 
the temperature selector almost all the way 
to hot instead of all the way to cold, that’d 
be the cheapest and easiest solution. But I’m 
guessing you’ve tried that. 

In most cases, to replace those ser- 
vo motors, the dashboard has to come out. 
That’ll easily run you about $1,500. 

So, is the clicking sound $1,500 worth of 
annoying? If it is, then I would have your 
mechanic replace all the servo motors and 
the fan blower motor while he’s in there. 
You’d hate to spend that kind of money and 
then have another electric motor fail a week 
later. And they’re all the same age. 

I’d also have him replace the heater core 
while he’s in there. That also requires remov- 
ing the dashboard, and if it starts to leak three 
weeks after you put the dashboard together, 
that will redefine “annoying” for you. Good 
luck.

A walk among herbs 

Wintergreen Botanicals offers free spring herb walk

If you’re curious about which herbal 
treasures can be found in your own back- 
yard, clinical herbalist Maria Noel Groves 
will be leading an informative herb walk on 
Friday, May 15, from 6 to 7:30 p.m., at Win- 
tergreen Botanicals in Allenstown. Walkers 
will learn the basics of how to identify, har- 
vest and use herbs. 

“The walk will focus on common 
weeds,” Groves said, “things most people 
have in their yard, that you can harvest and 
grow for medicine and food.” 

Groves will begin with some safety tips, 
encouraging walkers to do their research, 
listen to their bodies, check for medication 
interactions and always consult an ID guide 
before keying out a plant on site. She’ll rec- 
ommend ID guides and herb books as well. 

The walk itself will not be extensive, but 
rather a perusal around the yard and edge 
of the woods, covering 10 or so common 
springtime plants. Participants should con- 
sider bringing a notebook and/or camera to 
document their findings and get the most 
out of the walk. 

“Springtime is a great time to prac- 
tice ID,” Groves said. “In the summer it 
can get overwhelming because there’s 
too many flowers everywhere, but in the 
spring, [plants] are distinctive and easy to 
identify.” 

Some herbs the walkers may see include 
dandelions, used as a diuretic to detoxify 
the body; white pine, which treats respi- 
ratory infections, coughs and colds; St. 
John’s Wort, used for pain, topical heal- 
ing and mild depression; horsetail, which 
is high in silica and strengthens skin, nails, 
hair and bones; and more. 

Upon finding the plants. Groves will 
demonstrate how to dig them up or pick 
them to harvest their leaves, flowers and 
roots. She’ll also talk about the ethical 
responsibilities that come with harvesting 
plants from the wild. 

“A lot of weeds can be harvested when- 
ever you want, but there are some that 
you don’t want to harvest in large quanti- 
ties because of the environmental impact,” 
Groves said. “We have to remember they 
aren’t just for us. We need to share them 
with critters and other people and the 
environment.” 

The main reason some plants are more 
susceptible to declining in numbers is that 
they are slow growing and can’t reproduce 
at the rate they are harvested. A few of these 
include partridgeberry, mayflower, ramps, 
goldthread and bugleweed. A good rule of 
thumb. Groves said, is to only harvest a

plant that is abundant in that area, and no 
more than 10 percent of the plants. 

Her advice to participants as they leave 
the walk is to educate themselves with 
herb literature, start in their yards to iden- 
tify and harvest some beginner herbs, 
then progress to more advanced ones 
after they’ve grown comfortable with the 
process. 

“It can be overwhelming if you don’t 
know the plants already, but the good news 
is, you don’t need to be able to identify 
every plant,” she said. “You can start small 
with a few that are easy and safe.” 

Groves has been working with herbs 
for 20 years and teaches about 100 class- 
es a year in various New Hampshire 
locations, including the Massabesic New 
Hampshire Audubon center, Canterbury 
Shaker Village and Concord Food Co- 
op. Her practice, Wintergreen Botanicals, 
is an herbal clinic and education center 
located in the pine forests of Bear Brook 
State Park. 

“I think people have grown frustrated 
and distrustful of pharmaceutical conven- 
tions, so there’s an increased interest in the 
community right now for getting healthi- 
er using natural remedies,” she said. “This 
walk will be a good opportunity for people 
to see the natural world as a friend and gain 
more confidence in their ability to identify 
and use plants.”

Print better 

Remove junk from your online printouts and save paper

Believe it or not, there still exist people 
who (a) use desktop or laptop eomputers 
rather than exelusively phones or tablets 
to browse the Web; and (b) oeeasionally 
print Web pages onto thin, flexible sheets 
of eompressed tree guts ealled “paper.” 

This eolumn is for them. 

The Web looks so much nicer than it did 
in its early days. Designers create dynamic 
sites that adapt to different screen resolu- 
tions, browsers, and operating systems. 
Few pages actually look decent when 
printed out, though. Background imag- 
es, sidebars, and hovering page elements 
don’t translate well to print, and reshuf- 
fling everything can lead to dozens of 
wasted pieces of paper. 

Enter a bunch of printing tools that let 
the user decide which parts of a page to 
keep or discard when printing. By click- 
ing, selecting, and/or highlighting different 
parts of the page, you can save paper and 
make the output look somewhat sane. You 
can also save a page to PDF. 

Some of these print tools are extensions 
— small bits of software you download 
and add to your browser. Others are book- 
marklets, which load the page you want 
to print into an online service. Extensions 
usually load a bit more quickly, but the end 
result is the same: an extra button or menu 
item for more control over your printing. 

PrintWhatYouLike (Chrome, Firefox, 
Internet Explorer, Opera, Safari) 

With the widest (claimed) browser com- 
patibility, PrintWhatYouLike does an 
alright job. You can paste any URL into a 
box on PrintWhatYouLike.com or install 
their bookmarklet. The page is displayed 
largely untouched; click any image or text 
area and choose Isolate, Remove, Widen, 
Resize, Save Clip, and Select More. The 
final print might still look different from 
your selections, though, because sites 
often remove some elements for printing 
automatically, which PrintWhatYouLike 
doesn’t take into account. 

Print Friendly (Chrome, Firefox, 
Internet Explorer, Safari) 

No nonsense here: Print Friendly strips 
out everything but a page’s main content, 
leaving text in its own (not the website’s) 
font. You can enlarge or shrink the text a 
bit and remove images individually or all

at once. The page’s URL and the site’s 
favicon (the little icon from the browser’s 
address bar) are at the top of your printout. 

CleanPrint (Chrome, Firefox, Inter- 
net Explorer, Safari) 

By default, CleanPrint removes an 
awful lot of a page, and not always con- 
sistently. Images may or may not be gone, 
and bylines of articles often disappear. To 
include more stuff, there’s a “Show More” 
button, which often results in a bit of a 
mess. With judicious clicking, the final 
product can look quite nice, but it’s a bit 
of work. 

HP Smart Print (Chrome, Firefox) 

Its default “Text Mode” is similar to 
Print Friendly, but HP Smart Print also has 
a “Manual Mode” where you can drag your 
cursor over the page elements you want 
included. Both modes leave something 
to be desired in terms of a clean-looking 
printed page. 

Print Edit (Chrome, Firefox) 

Print Edit doesn’t have the pretti- 
est interface, but offers a ton of options. 
You can go as far as editing parts of the 
page’s CSS formatting code, making sub- 
tle changes to spacing, font, color and 
alignment. 

These tools don’t work equally well 
with all websites. Print Friendly is my pick 
when I just want content printed with no 
fuss. For retaining the look of a page while 
cutting down on extraneous elements, I 
use Print Edit.

It’s all Greek 

St. Philip’s kicks off the Greek food festival season

Few festivals can claim ties to the com- 
munity as much as St. Philip’s Greek 
Food Festival, a popular annual event in 
Nashua for over 30 years that features 
homemade baklava, kourabiethes, dol- 
mathes, pastichio and much more. 

“We have people that come for lunch 
and dinner on Friday and Saturday so 
they can get their fill,” said Jamie Pap- 
pas, one of the festival co-chairs. 

Since there is no admission fee, it’s tough 
to say how many people come through each 
year, she said, but based on the meals sold 
she estimates the number is around 6,000 
to 8,000 people. To prepare for the crowds 
of hungry people, St. Philips members have 
been cooking and storing food since the 
beginning of February. 

“If you were to come by our church 
right now you would see one well- 
stocked freezer,” Pappas said. 

During the winter, members gath- 
ered at the church on Saturday mornings 
in order to get a jump on the process of 
preparing enough food to satisfy festival- 
goers. Pappas said each year they make 
150 pans of spanakopita, 5,000 
dolmathes, 450 pounds of 
Greek style meatballs 
90 pans of pastichio, 

1 ,600 pounds of lamb 
and 900 pounds of

chicken. The latter 
two are marinat- 
ed and cooked just 
before the festival, 
while the others are 
added to the stock- 
pile in the church’s 
commercial kitchen. 

On the weekend of the 
festival, lamb, chicken, pas- 
tichio, dolmathes, spanakopita 
and meatballs can be purchased 
as a dinner plate, which includes 
rice, green beans and salad, or a 
la carte. Other a la carte options include 
rice pudding, chocolate-covered straw- 



berries and Greek pastry items baklava, 
galatoboureko, finikia, kourabiethes, 
kataifi, koulourakia, pumpkin pita and 
tiropita. 

“Food is just what brings [people 
together], not only in the Greek 
community, but ... when 
you have that deep cul- 
tural commitment and 
family, everything 
surrounds around

food and drink,” 
Pappas said. Par- 
ish president Jorge 
Panteli, whose 
great-grandmoth- 
er settled in Nashua 
years ago, learned 
from church members 
now in their 70s and 80s 
how important the festival is

within the Greek community in 
the area. 

“In the old days the church 
was the center of the Greek 
community; that’s where their friends 
and extended family were,” he said in a 
phone interview. “The festival still rep- 
resents that community of pulling people 
together, pulling friends together, for the 
community and sharing the Greek tradi- 
tions with the community. That’s what 
our festival is today.” 

An example of the tradition in the 
church is apparent from the volunteers 
who cook for the festival. Ranging in age 
from early twenties to early nineties, in 


some instances three generations are rep- 
resented in the kitchen at one time. All of 
the festival dishes are made from time- 
honored family recipes that parishioners 
have volunteered to share. 

“Everybody has their specialty that 
they make and they step up to the plate,” 
Pappas said. 

She said the value of using the old 
family recipes year after year is the 
authenticity of it. 

“I like tradition,” she said. “I like the 
handed-down recipes.” 

“What is special is this festival in par- 
ticular, everything is handmade,” Panteli 
said. “The only thing that’s processed is 
the chicken breast and lamb. Everything 
else is from scratch.” 

Panteli is one of the members in charge 
of cooking the lamb and his daughters 
also help out in the kitchen. 

“We’re passing it down to the gener- 
ations and try to incorporate the kids as 
part of this so they can carry on the tra- 
ditions,” he said. “That to me is what the 
festival is all about.” 

While the food is the main attraction of 
the weekend, there will also be vendors 
selling ingredients used in Greek cooking 
and handmade jewelry. On Saturday kids 
can enjoy a bouncy house, and on both 
evenings the band Ta Pethia will perform 
live. Greek Hellenic dancers will put on a 
couple of shows and church tours will be 
available for guests to discuss anything 
from customs to icons with church mem- 
bers.

From coasters to cutting boards at Geoff’s Bits

On a cloudy Thursday afternoon, a hand- 
ful of vendors unpaeked their goods and 
wares in the Henniker Community Center 
for the weekly indoor market that runs from 
November to May. Amidst tables filled with 
baked goods, fresh produee and soaps, Geoff 
Mirantz unpaeked wooden utensils, eoast- 
ers, eutting boards, trivets and lazy Susans, a 
seleetion of handerafted wooden items from 
Geoff’s Bits. Using exotie Afriean woods 
like paduak and wenge and New Hampshire 
spmee and eedar, Mirantz has turned a dor- 
mant hobby into a speeialized eraft. 

Geoff’s Bits is the wooden eraft division 
of Breads N’ Bits, a bakery business owned 
by his wife. After aeeompanying her to farm- 
ers markets to help set up, Mirantz deeided to 
find his own way to eontribute. 

“And I said, sinee I have to go there every 
week, maybe I ean figure out something to 
go along with it, and I started making eutting 
guides and erumb eatehers to go along with 
her bread,” he said. 

Two years ago 
he starting bring- 
ing a few items to 
the market, and he 
has sinee expand- 
ed to making trivets, 
eoasters, paddle and 
regular serving 
boards, spreaders, 
toaster tongs and 
eustom eounter tops. 

“Crafting isn’t 
something that I ever 
really did mueh of 
until about three or 
four years ago,” he 
said, when he deeided to send out eoasters as 
Christmas gifts for relatives. Onee he started 
getting inquiries about eustom items, he real- 
ized this was a talent he should stiek with.

Mirantz buys his wood from Goosebay 
Lumber in Chiehester beeause he likes the 
seleetion and the staff, who are willing to 
work with him if he needs shorter boards. 
Exotie woods he uses often are Afriean 
woods padauk, wenge and bubinga, as well as 
birdseye and tiger maple, whieh aren’t exot- 
ie woods but are prieed in the same eategory. 

“I like them more 
as an aeeent than I 
do as the main fea- 
ture beeause they just 
finish so nieely and 
they have some real- 
ly pretty eolors to 
them,” he said. 

Every pieee that 
Mirantz erafts is the 
natural eolor of the 
wood; he doesn’t use 
any dyes or stains. 
Sinee his items are 
used with food, he 
finishes them with 
his own mixture of beeswax and food-grade 
mineral oil. 

“Nothing partieularly faney about it, but 
it seals the wood and it’s absolutely safe for 
direet eontaet with food,” he said. 

As far as what wood he seleets for any giv- 
en item, he said, it’s based mostly on “what 
I’m feeling at the time and what eolor I feel 
like working with.” 

Though he started out erafting items to pair 
with his wife’s baked goods, Mirantz eon- 
tinued beeause he likes the eombination of 
aesthetie uniqueness and usefulness of wood- 
en kitehen items. He thinks the benefit of 
using wooden produets rests in the feel and 
look of the item. 

“You ean buy plastie, you ean buy glass 
eutting boards, lord knows you ean buy a eut- 
ting board that doesn’t eost $229, but you’ll 
never buy a eutting board that looks like 
[mine],” he said. M

Mac 'n’ 
cheese 


With a toddler on my hands I’ve been 
subsisting on half-eaten sandwiehes, left- 
over animal eraekers and soggy pieees of 
toast. Dinners primarily eonsist of some 
type of noodles and any vegetable that I ean 
sneak onto a pint-sized plate. 

Needless to say, my days in the kitehen 
have been sorely numbered, and I hardly 
remember the last time I ate a real meal. So 
when I saw an artiele boasting 10 reeipes 
to transform a box of maearoni and eheese, 
I was intrigued. An all-natural brand of 
the stuff has beeome somewhat of a sta- 
ple in my house for quiekly paeked dayeare 
lunehes and last-minute dinners. But the 
reeipes featured in the artiele, from Thril- 
list, featured seemingly sophistieated spins 
on the ehild- friendly fare. 

There were 10 great options, from the 
interesting (Mae ‘n’ Cheese Apple Pie) 
to the delightful (Freneh Onion Mae ‘n’ 
Cheese). But the reeipe I pieked featured 
ingredients I either had on hand or eould 
easily substitute: Carbonara Mae n’ Cheese. 

I have yet to master homemade pasta ear- 
bonara, so this quiek dish is both a eheat 
and a treat. I wouldn’t try and pass this off 
as the real thing, but the basie flavors were 



there, if only more subtle. 

The key is to use as many fresh ingredi- 
ents as you ean with the boxed maearoni, 
even if you have to improvise. I eouldn’t 
run to the store to grab paneetta, so I used a 
eombination of baeon and eubed ham. I pan 
fried the baeon first, and added the ham at 
the end so it eould eook in the grease from 
the baeon. I just wanted the flavor from 
the baeon and opted to leave out the aetu- 
al pieees. 

The reeipe ealled for the rendered fat from 
the paneetta to be added to the pasta. I opted 
to use only a spoonful of the drippings from 
the pan instead of all of the grease. 

The baeon/ham and eggs modified a 
boring box of maearoni and eheese into a 
delieious and ereative dinner. This reeipe 
exemplifies eooking from the pantry — 
turning a staple into something new and 
fresh. 

Topped with a generous helping of blaek 
pepper and some parmigano reggiano, this 
maearoni and eheese earbonara was an 
unexpeeted sueeess, and a retreat from tod- 
dler food, if only for a night.

Carbonara Mac ^n’ Cheese

1 box white cheddar macaroni and cheese 
4 ounces paneetta 

2 eggs 

Freshly ground pepper to taste 

Cook the macaroni according to package 


directions, setting aside the cheddar cheese 
mix. Cook four ounces of cubed pancet- 
ta in a skillet over medium heat until crisp. 
Whisk together two eggs and the cheese 
packet. Drain pasta and return to pot. Add 
paneetta and its rendered fat to the mac- 
aroni. Pour the egg/cheese mixture into 
the pasta, whisking quickly until the sauce 
thickens. Season with black pepper to taste.

Seasonal wineries open, and other wine news

The weather is finally starting to stay warm, 
whieh means several seasonal wineries are 
open for tastings. Newfound Lake Vineyards 
in Bristol opened May 9. Try Heidi’s new 
wine, Sweet Kiss. Coffin Cellars in Webster 
is eontinuing to work on its new tasting room. 
Visit them on weekends from 1 to 5 p.m. 

Other wineries are busy upgrading their 
equipment, planning events and eelebrating a 
sueeessful year in 2014. Here is a round-up of 
New Hampshire wine happenings. 

Hermit Woods Upgrades Equipment: 

Hermit Woods Winery in Meredith has 
upgraded its entire produetion line, aeeording 
to a reeent press release. Thanks to an equip- 
ment loan from Meredith Village Savings 
Bank, their wine is going to get even better (if 
that is possible!) 

“We are always striving to make the best 
wine we ean possibly produee. This new 
equipment will go a long way towards making 
that happen,” said Ken Hardeastle, eo-owner 
and winemaker at Hermit Woods. “We will be 
able to handle our fruit and wine more gently 
during produetion, have a eleaner, sterilized 
work environment, greater filtering eapabili- 
ties, and an improved bottling line . . . and this 
is just the beginning.” 

In addition to putting the winery on the eut- 
ting edge of winemaking in New Hampshire, 
this new equipment will also allow Hermit 
Woods to make sparkling wine and eider for 
the first time ever. While they are fiin to drink, 
they are labor-intensive. Hermit Woods hopes 
to have new produets available by the fall. 

When they aren’t in the tasting room or 
making wine, the owners are busy researeh- 
ing or touring other wineries to gain more 
knowledge and information. Reeently, they 
met with winemakers from Napa at a wine 
eonferenee and attended the Eastern Winery 
Exposition in Syraeuse, N.Y. While there, 
they visited loeal wineries as well. 

I am always impressed with what Hermit 
Woods has to offer so I am looking forward to 
seeing what they do with this new equipment 
and trying their new offerings. 

Sweet Baby Vineyard Named NH 
Wine of the Year, New Wines: In April, 
Sweet Baby Vineyard of Kingston was ree- 
ognized by the New Hampshire Liquor 
Commission as loeal wine of the year for 
2014. This family-run winery had tremen- 
dous sueeess last year, jumping from sixth 
in sales to number two overall, aeeording to 
a New Hampshire Liquor and Wine Outlet 
blog post. They had the largest growth of

any winery in the state. 

Owner and winemaker Lewis Eaton said 
the winery eontinues to break its own sales 
reeords eaeh year. In 2013, the winery sold 
2,600 eases. That number inereased to 3,600 
in 2014. They are projeeting that they will sell 
5,000 eases for 2015. 

There is other exeiting news at Sweet Baby 
Vineyard as well. Lewis was recently named 
president of the New Hampshire Winery Asso- 
ciation and has been busy working on two new 
estate offerings: Bam Door Red and Farm 
Stand White. Bam Door is a blend of four New 
Hampshire-grown reds that has been aged in 
oak for 18 months. It is frill-bodied, with hints 
of vanilla and clove. Farm Stand is a blend of 
five grapes, resulting in a wine that is semi- 
sweet with an aromatic nose and nice acidity. I 
can’t wait to try these, but I hear they are sell- 
ing fast so I’d better not wait too long. 

Upcoming Wine Events: Speaking 
of great things going on, there are some 
wine events coming up that sound fun and 
delicious. 

On Sunday, May 17, Hermit Woods Win- 
ery is partnering with Camp Restaurant 
for “Local Fusion,” a winery tour and wine 
dinner. Take a tour of the winery at 4 p.m. 
followed by a five-course wine pairing din- 
ner at Camp Restaurant. Tickets are $55 per 
person. For more information, visit the Com- 
mon Man calendar at thecman.com/calendar/ 
or the Hermit Woods Winery Facebook page. 

LaBelle Winery in Amherst always has a 
variety of events going on and is a nice place 
to spend an afternoon or evening. Their live 
music Thursdays have resumed. Visit the 
online calendar at labellewinerynh.com/ 
events-at-labelle- winery/calendar for full list- 
ings. Also ongoing are their Granite State 
Author Series, Winemaker’s Kitchen Cook- 
ing Series events and yoga in the vineyard, 
which begins again in June.

Sirenia, The Seventh Life Path (Napalm Records) 

One for the fishnets-and-eorsets 
goth-metal erowd, the seventh album 
from this quartet is as irresistible to 
its target audienee as it is formulaie 
to anyone else. The three Norwegian 
fellas have been fronted by Bareelo- 
na-bom singer Ailyn for four albums 
as of this one, apparently eontent with 
the half-there sub-Benatar thing she 
does for them, usually a series of plain- 
tive, ghostly, boring melodies floating 
over a eookie-eutter death-metal din 
mostly “eomposed” (his term) by their 
King Tut-bearded multi-instrumentalist 
Morten Veland, who obviously means well. I’ll keep supporting the Napalm 
Reeords brand until they really tiek me off — they haven’t just taken over the 
whole bodiee-ripping aesthetie that grew out of Evaneseenee’s hits, they aetually 
dig it a lot — but with the first few growls that aeeompanied the rote eartoonish 
Wagnerian intro “Seti,” I knew I was in for something not espeeially remark- 
able. I like that they’re trying, yes, but most of this is like Mereyful Fate with 
uninspired soprano haeking, whieh would be all well and good if they weren’t 
dependent on fans of “melodie” metal.

Seeond full-length from the Gram- 
my-winning elassieal a eappella aet, one 
of whose members won a Pulitzer Prize 
for musie in 2013. That first sentenee 
should eontain all you need to know; 
this is an intrieate, immersive highbrow 
experiment that evokes both Brahms 
and Greenwieh Village at onee, and no, 
there’s little beatboxing save for a few 
parts where eoordinated breaths are used 
as pereussion, not that all that mueh was 
neeessary, being that they brought in 
Jason Treuting of So Pereussion for this 
one. It’s a handy introduetion to a sub- 
set of New York’s eurrent avant/erossover-elassieal eomposers, ineluding Missy 
Mazzoli, Caleb Burhans and William Brittelle, all of whom tend to spatter non- 
elassieal passages sueh as Afriean ehant into their writings. All this highfalutin’ 
stuff being said, it doesn’t beeome massively beautiful nor aeeessible until the 
next-to-last-positioned title traek, a pieee that’s worth the time invested in bump- 
ing your way around the rest of it — it’s pure ehamber bliss and proof that they 
have more than eapable eommand of the aesthetie ’s basies.

Letting loose 

Robin McLean on becoming a writer

When Robin McLean’s first short story 
collection won the BOA Short Fiction Prize 
shortly after she earned her MFA at UMass 
— the prize being that BOA would publish 
the collection in May 2015 — she wasn’t 
going to deprive herself of celebrating with 
a cross-country book tour simply because 
her publishers weren’t organizing one. 

“Publishers do not schedule book tours 
for most writers anymore, except for the 
really big-name people. They do not sell 
enough books to justify the expense in the 
current book climate,” McLean said during 
a recent interview at Panera Bread in Man- 
chester. “The publishers sort of leave that 
to the author now, even bigger publishers.” 

So she put one together herself Her Reptile 
House tour started at Boston’s South Station 
in early May during a program called Liter- 
ary Lunch Break. (“They set me up by the 
destination board. ... I basically yelled the 
stories out while people were sitting there, 
eating their lunch, no place to go, waiting for 
a train,” she laughed.) The next day, she’d be 
attending her book launch at Amherst Books 
in Mass. Now she’s coming to an event at 
Gibson’s Bookstore in Concord on May 22 
before making her way out to the West Coast. 

Though now in her mid-40s, McLean 
has, in a way, been preparing her whole life 
to become a fiction writer. She grew up fig- 
ure skating and competed seriously through 
high school, which sort of propped her for 
the “unbelievably frustrating” career path 
she’d eventually pursue. 

“You have to fall and fall and fall, and 
you keep messing up until it just becomes 
acceptable,” she said. “Writing fiction is 
really hard!” 

So hard, she stumbled into two other 
careers before she fully gave in to writing. 
After undergrad school, she applied to MFA 
programs and law schools at the same time. 
She didn’t get into an MFA program, but she 
did get into law school, from which she grad- 
uated in 1990, hoping for a steady paycheck. 

She worked as a clerk for two years in 
Alaska before she decided she hated it 
and become a ceramic artist instead. She 
sculpted but mostly was a production pot- 
ter, making mugs, bowls, plates and dishes 
while listening to books on tape and writing

stories in her free time in the Alaska wil- 
derness for 15 years. The repetition became 
boring. Something was missing. 

“Art, to me, is more individual. It’s sup- 
posed to shake somebody up a little bit, and 
your bowls aren’t supposed to do that, nec- 
essarily,” she said. 

So she applied to MFA programs again. 
This time she was accepted at UMass. 

Nearly all the short stories in Reptile 
House were written during her studies 
there, and many were created while she was 
on her family’s land at Pikes Point in Bris- 
tol, located just off Newfound Lake. It’s 
been in her family since 1908, and she used 
to visit every summer growing up. 

Writing in her family’s tiny cabin was a 
way to transition into the mindset to write 
fiction. It was quiet, like she was used to in 
Alaska, but still just a drive away from her 
sister, boyfriend and school in Mass. Still, it 
was sometimes hard to tap into the required 
mindset. 

“I would not sleep for two or three nights 
and write in this state of fatigue so my editor 
mind was too tired to change anything,” she 
said. “I mean it was awful! But the stories 
started changing. And that part of my mind 
that could produce those things started being 
more available to me on a regular basis.” 

Potting helped too; at UMass, she 
was required to take classes outside the 
department, so naturally, she chose the 
art department. She used to make these 
gigantic pots and carve a story on the out- 
er edge from the bottom up in a stream 
of consciousness. It was a perfect way to 
let loose. On clay, you couldn’t edit. You 
couldn’t delete. And best of all, the stories 
were unreadable because they were written 
backward, safe from scrutiny. 

“What you’re trying to do when you 
write fiction, in my opinion, is you’re try- 
ing to let loose your unconscious mind and 
silence your conscious mind — your edi- 
tor — while you’re drafting. Which is very 
hard to do as you get older,” she said. 

Bits of Newfound Lake made their way 
into the book, including her grandfather’s 
old sign with swimming advice and a clos- 
et in the camp house she writes in, filled 
with fishing poles, bobbers, maps and gear. 
The themes and topics in the rest of the sto- 
ries range drastically. They feature killers, 
thieves, astronauts, moose hunters, country 
club ladies, love affairs and assassinations. 

Though McLean grew up in Illinois, she 
looks back at her time in Bristol more fond- 
ly. She’s made a home here in New England. 

“I was and am still smitten with Alaska, 
but New Hampshire was sort of my home 
since I was a little kid,” she said. “Not tech- 
nically, but in my heart.” ^

The Brothers: The Road 
to an American Tragedy^ by 
Masha Gessen (Riverhead 
Books, 273 pages) 

In her exhaustive (and 
exhausting) exegesis of the 
Boston Marathon bombings, 

Russian- Ameriean journal- 
ist Masha Gessen endeavors 
to explain the rotted roots 
of the brothers who eoldly 
exeeuted the erime and laid 
siege to a eity. Though an 
adept researeher and writer, 
disappointingly, Gessen offers few answers 
in The Brothers, The Road to an American 
Tragedy, eoneeding after 242 pages the 
absenee of “a elear and aeeessible explana- 
tion for how two young men who appear to 
be very mueh like hundreds of thousands 
of other young men eame to eause eamage 
in the eenter of their own eity.” 

Gessen’s road, then, is not paved, but 
thiek with mud. 

Give her eredit, at least, for aeknowledg- 
ing that the late Tamerlan and the possibly 
soon-to-be-late Dzhokhar Tsamaev set 
off the bombs, even as she gives madden- 
ing voiee to loons who still insist those 
preeious boys were set up. Gessen is a dis- 
tinguished journalist whose body of work 
has heft; her books inelude The Man With- 
out a Face: The Unlikely Rise of Vladimir 
Putin and Words Will Break Cement: The 
Passion of Pussy Riot. 

But she is not without her biases; she 
doesn’t like the Russian president she 
wrote about, and in The Brothers, it’s not 
at all elear that she likes Ameriea, where 
her family moved when she was a teen. 
The book frequently devolves into blame- 
the-vietim territory; however, we ean’t say 
she didn’t warn us. In a note that preeedes 


the first ehapter, Gessen 
writes that the book isn’t 
about the suffering eaused by 
the bombing, but instead is 
about “the tragedy that pre- 
eeded the bombing.” In other 
words, “the Ameriean trage- 
dy” of the subtitle is not the 
marathon bombing, but the 
lost potential of those pre- 
eious boys (who, by the way, 
some people think may have 
been set up). 

To eonvinee us that the 
bombers are worthy of sympathy, Ges- 
sen traveled the world, to Dagestan, 
Kyrgyzstan and Boston-istan (that would 
be Cambridge), plaees where the Tsarnaev 
brothers and their two sisters lived, with 
their whaeko-bird parents whose solution 
to trouble was always to move, often to 
another eountry, ideally one with generous 
soeial benefits. In part one, she deseribes 
how Anzor and Zubeidat, the bombers’ par- 
ents, first met; how he brought her a bouquet 
of wildfiowers on their first date; how she 
struggled to fit into his family after they 
married. Their first ehild, Tamerlan, was 
bom in 1986. “He was perfeet and, Zubei- 
dat knew, always would be. And she would 
be the perfeet mother. He was deeked out 
in bow ties from the time he was a toddler; 
in grade sehool, he would stand out among 
his elassmates for his elean elothes; in mid- 
dle sehool, for his near-perfeet grades.” 

We pause now for anyone who needs to 
throw up. 

For most people in New England, the 
bombing is too elose, too fresh, too terri- 
ble. All murderers were onee fresh-faeed 
boys with potential, yes, and their moth- 
ers and fathers are right to grieve what was 
lost. But don’t ask the rest of us to do the 


same, when more grievous, senseless loss- 
es — those of the innoeent — still quiver in 
the air. Gessen eomes to the story earrying 
musty baggage, that of her own experiene- 
es assimilating in Boston after her parents 
moved here. On one hand, this is help- 
ful. Her first-hand knowledge of Russian 
and Cheehen history gives authority to 
the story, and a dispassionate analysis of 
the Tsamaev family’s perpetual displaee- 
ment would be useful to historians and law 
enforeement. But to the average reader, it 
is useful in the way a eolonoseopy is, and 
something that, if possible, is best avoided 
unless you are keenly interested in an insid- 
er’s view of the Cheehen diaspora. 

The Manehester eonneetion might kindle 
some interest for New Hampshire readers. 
Amid the brothers’ story, there are gloomy 
asides about other immigrants, inelud- 
ing a eouple who, Gessen explains, eame 
to live in Manehester by aeeident. “They 
had been told they were going to the Bos- 
ton suburb of Chelsea, where one Cheehen 
family already lived, but were rerouted at 
the last minute to what they thought was 
Manhattan but turned out to be Manehes- 
ter.” There, the author assures us, they have 
“assimilated to a signifieant extent” ... 
“perhaps beeause of the relative isolation 
of New Hampshire.” 

Things, of eourse, did not turn out so well 
for other immigrants of Cheehen deseent, 
ineluding Ibragim Todashev, Tamerlan’s 
friend who died at the hand of an FBI agent 
during questioning. The worst outcome of 
all, of course, was that of the brothers, who, 
along with their family, “landed in Ameri- 
ca precisely at the moment when they and 
their kind were seen as most suspect.” 

Call her bitter, but as things played 
out, America had reason. C+ — Jennifer 
Graham M

Hot Pursuit (PG-13) 







Hot Pursuit 


A tightly wound San Antonio police 
officer is charged with protecting a 
witness in the trial of the head of a 
drug cartel in Hot Pursuit^ a movie 
which probably at some point sound- 
ed like a good idea. 

I can kind of see it: the straight-man straight 
arrow lady cop trying to rein in the diva-ish 
Latin trophy wife. Also, both the actresses 
playing them are — by Hollywood standards 
— older; Reese Witherspoon is 39 and Sofia 
Vergara is almost 43, which also offers some 
smart eomedy possibilities. There eould be 
some subverting of stereotypes, some goofi- 
ness, some sly soeial eommentary. 

Could be. Isn’t. 

Rose Cooper (Witherspoon) grew up 
revering her police ofifieer father and went 
into the foree herself But she’s been stuek 
in the evidence room sinee aeeidentally tas- 
ing (and briefly setting fire to) a eivilian who 
ealled “shotgun,” referring to a car ride and 
not a weapon. She gets her ehance to get baek 
in the field when the U.S. Marshals ask her to 
help transport and proteet witnesses heading 
to a big trial in Dallas. Rules require a female 
ofifieer for a female witness, so while the male 
marshal watehes her husband, Daniella Riva 
(Vergara) will be looked after by Rose. 

Almost immediately, things go wrong. 
First, a pair of masked gunmen show up and 
shoot Riva’s husband and the U.S. Marshal. 
Then, another pair of masked gunmen show 
up. The rivaling gunmen shoot at each other 
and at Cooper as she tries to find and reseue 
Riva, who is hiding in her ear. Cooper jumps 
into the driver’s seat and heads out, with both 
sets of gunmen presumably after them. 


At first. Cooper is relieved when a pair of 
offieers from her preeinet eomes to her aid, 
but she reeognizes the tattoo on one of the 
men’s wrists and soon she realizes that she 
is being ehased not only by, probably, the 
drug kingpin’s men but also by dirty eops. 
She’s not surprised when she learns that she 
and Riva have been deelared fugitives. Nev- 
ertheless, Cooper is determined to get Riva 
to Dallas for the trial — the only way, she 
thinks, to elear their names and keep them 
from being murdered. 

If you took 20 1 3 ’s The Heat (whieh starred 
Sandra Bulloek and Melissa MeCarthy as the 
rules-obsessed FBI agent and street-sawy 


Boston eop, respeetively) and made it bad- 
ly, the result would have been something like 
Hot Pursuit. Like The Heat, Hot Pursuit is a 
female buddy comedy built on opposite types. 
But The Heat took the basie neat eop/messy 
cop framework and did all sorts of fun things 
with it. The women were aetually both exam- 
ples of professional competenee and both had 
healthy egos and strange quirks. 

Hot Pursuit never really goes beyond its 
outline. Witherspoon is an older variation 
on her Traey Flick character but with abso- 
lutely no layers or dimensions. Vergara is 
her Modern Family Gloria charaeter but 
with a harder edge. Cooper is short, Riva is 


tall. Cooper always seems to be in uniform, 
even when she’s out of uniform; Riva is a 
girlier girl. They are on the run, they grudg- 
ingly gain a respect for each other. There 
is no part of their partnership or friendship 
or the eourse of the story that you eouldn’t 
guess. And all of the eomedy eomes from 
the most surfaee, unimaginative plaees: the 
different ways the two women talk (Cooper 
is all eop jargon, Riva’s heavily aecented 
Spanglish is played for laughs), their physi- 
eal differenees and the moments of physieal 
eomedy that suggest girl-on-girl aetion. Oh, 
tee-hee, they are pretending to kiss! It all 
feels very mid-1990s siteom. Very third-tier 
mid-1990s siteom, like the summer replace- 
ment for the 9:30 p.m. Thursday night show 
on NBC that is still losing to reruns on oth- 
er networks. 

About halfway through the movie, a love 
interest for Cooper is jammed sideways into 
the plot. The eharacter, named Randy, brings 
nothing to the movie, but it is entertaining 
to wateh the British aetor white-knuckle his 
Texan aeeent. British + Texan in this ease 
equals something that frequently sounded 
Australian to me. 

Way back in its most zygote form. Hot 
Pursuit might have had the possibility to 
be something interesting or at least funny. 
But what little potential it might have had 
was squashed by layers upon layers of lazy 
ehoices. C-

New Hampshire wins big at awards show

The Granite State got some serious 
love at this year’s New England Music 
Awards, taking home nearly a third of 
the evening’s prizes. After four straight 
years of nominations, Manchester-based 
A Simple Complex ended its Susan Luc- 
ci-like frustration, winning Metal Act of 
the Year. 

Two Concord combos collected 
plaques: Pat & The Hats for Pop Act and 
Dusty Gray Band in the Roots category. 
Both bands worked with Brian Coombes, 
who won Producer of the Year. 

“What a great night for the music com- 
munity of the 603,” said Coombes, who 
runs Rocking Horse Studio in Pittsfield. 
“It gratifying to see all of the work that 
we’re doing here ... attracting some 
recognition.” 

Coombes, Pat & The Hats and Greg 
Hawkes of The Cars closed the evening 
with a set featuring Hawkes reprising his 
old band’s “Moving In Stereo.” A finale 
of “With a Little Help from My Friends” 
had a cast including Nashua’s Emmarie, a 
fellow pop nominee. 

Mr. Nick and the Dirty Tricks were 
named Blues Act of the Year — a shock 
to bandleader Nick David. 

“We came to the show to network 
and have a good time, never expecting 
to win,” David said later. “We didn’t do 
our due diligence, and that makes it even 
more valuable . . . because it was voted by 
the public.” 

Aldous Collins Band, last year’s Best in 
New Hampshire winner, was 2015’s Live 
Act of the Year. Technically, the group 
is not from New Hampshire. Though 
Collins is a Goffstown native and UNH 
alumnus, the group is based in Massachu- 
setts, and most of its members hail from 
there — but a win’s a win. 

In 2014, Keene’s Shana Stack Band 
won Country Act honors. This year, they 
broke away from a competitive field to 
win Band of the Year, surprising more 
than a few fans.

‘Nobody worked harder in the scene 
than you over the past 12 months. ... It 
seems like you’re everywhere, and no 
one deserves it more.’ ... I was humbled.” 


As host of the Sunday night “Frank’s 
Local Music Show” on the Nashua (and 
now Concord) station, he’s welcomed 
most of the evening’s nominees and win- 
ners into the studio to perform live and 
chat. Even when he’s not behind the 
microphone, DeSimone tirelessly pur- 
sues music. 

On a recent Saturday night, he spent 
a couple of hours in a Manchester cigar 
bar discussing his favorite local bands 
and a radio career that began by spinning 
Nirvana’s “Smells Like Teen Spirit” and 
never looked back. 

“I’ve had a regular show ever since,” 
he said. 

Later that evening, he caught a per- 
formance by folksinger Jeffrey Foucault 
and Concord native Laurie Sargent at 
Amoskeag Studio in the Mill District, 
followed by a drive across town to see old 
friends Beneath The Sheets at the recent- 
ly opened Tin Roof Tavern. 

“It’s funny, because sometimes I feel 
like I don’t do enough,” he said. “But you 
can’t be everywhere.” 

Two years ago, DeSimone launched 
Live At Frank’s Place at Tupelo Music 
Hall. The monthly outreach effort offers 
performances from homegrown talent 
spanning from up and comers to estab- 
lished musicians 
like Gary Hoey, 
Charlie Farren 
and Chris Trap- 
per. After two more 
shows — Rachel 
Vogelzang and 
Mary Gatchell on 
May 20 and Ross 
Livermore Band 
in mid- June — the 
series will end its 
run in Londonder- 
ry and move to a 
new, as yet unde- 
termined venue. 

One possible spot is Olympia’s Zorba 
Music Hall in Lowell, Mass. A caravan 
stopping at a new location every month is 
another idea being tossed around. The sta- 
tion will be a presence at Alii Beaudry’s 
CD release party Sept. 16 at Tupelo, orig- 
inally booked as a Live at Frank’s Place 
event. 

“I’m careful to say ‘last show in the 
series...’ — there’s always a dot, dot, 
dot,” DeSimone said. “We’ II definitely 
carry on; we’re not going to let this disin- 
tegrate into nothing.”

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


The job of the researcher 

California State University Los Ange- 
les researcher Marc Kubasak spent about 
2,500 hours (sometimes 12 hours a day) 
training 40 brain-damaged rats to walk 
on a treadmill, after sewing little vests to 
tether the critters, suspended, to a robotic 
arm. His work paid off, though, according 
to the February Popular Science maga- 
zine, as doctors in Poland and University 
College London used his procedures to 
help a man with a damaged spine. (In the 
middle of the project, Kubasak developed 
a rodent allergy and was forced to wear 
a body suit every day with a respirator.) 

Ironies 

• U.K.’s Bedfordshire Police were 
searching in April for the thief who ran off 
without paying for his Jesus arm tattoo at 
the RedINC Luton studio (to go with his 
“Only God Can Judge Me” inking on the 
other arm.) In fact, the shopkeeper also 
believes the man swiped the equivalent of 
$1,548 from a cash drawer when he was 
momentarily alone in the studio. 

• Former Virginia state Delegate Joseph 
Morrissey, already scheduled for trial for 
submitting false documents in one case, 
was foiled in March qualifying for a 
state Senate primary because 750 of the 
972 voter signatures he submitted were 
found to be bogus. (Morrissey was sworn 
in as delegate in January while wearing 
an ankle monitor as part of his sentence 
for having sex with an underage girl, but 
resigned to run for the Senate.) 

Remembrance technology 

• In March, the U.S. patent office 
approved Google’s application covering 
robot software that mimics human per- 
sonalities (voice, mannerisms) using a 
variety of moods (happiness, fear, sur- 
prise) with a notable use that family 
members might employ it to continue to 
“interact” with a loved one after he has 
passed. One disquieting possibility might 
allow a deceased person to be directed to 
act in ways that the person never acted 
while alive. 

• A curious woman, inspired by her 
own mother’s attachment to her unlaun- 
dered pillowcases following the death of 
her dad, has partnered with France’s Uni- 
versite du Havre to produce a person’s 
bottled scent by processing old clothing. 
A September rollout is planned, with the 
probable retail price of about $600. 

Democracy in action 

Just west of Ferguson, Missouri, is 
Kinloch (pop. 299), where newly elect- 
ed mayor Betty McCray was unable to 
start work on April 23 because the los- 
ing incumbent administration merely 


locked her out of City Hall (“impeach- 
ing” her for “voter fraud” in the April 7 
election, despite St. Louis County elec- 
tion officials having already certified her 
victory). Of McCray’s two predecessors, 
one was once also locked out of office by 
police, and the other had to go to court 
to get his mayoral job back after admit- 
ting that he had missed child-support 
payments. 

Suspicions confirmed 

The controversial ex-Greenpeace cam- 
paigner who years later turned against the 
environmental group’s program walked 
out of an interview in March for a French 
documentary in which he assured viewers 
that Monsanto’s Roundup weed killer was 
safe for humans. “You can drink a whole 
quart of it, and it won’t hurt you,” Pat- 
rick Moore told the interviewer for Canal 
Plus. The interviewer then offered Moore 
a swig of Roundup he had on hand. “I’d 
be happy to, actually,” Moore reportedly 
said on camera, but then quickly changed 
his mind. “No, I’m not an idiot.” At that 
point, Moore declared, the interview was 
“finished.” 

Great country 

The owner of a New York City condo- 
minium apartment that sold for $100.5 
million recently received a property tax 
reduction of $360,000 last year and is 
likely to keep receiving reductions over 
as many as 25 years, based on “Sec- 
tion 421 -a” benefits the state enacted to 
encourage “affordable” housing in the 
most desirable parts of New York City. 
The tax abatements are available to devel- 


opers that promise to create “affordable” 
units in the same zones (“affordable” to 
families making under about $40,000 
annually), but in recent years, the new 
“millionaire” units (with tax breaks) have 
outnumbered the new affordable units by 
about 11-to-l, according to a February 
New York Times report, costing the city 
over $1 billion a year in revenue. 

Bright ideas 

• Prison breaks in Latin American 
countries are often staged with coopera- 
tive, corrupt guards. However, the escape 
by 28 inmates in February from the Nova 
Mutum prison near Cuiaba, Brazil, was 
engineered by three make-believe “dom- 
inatrixes” (in police costumes), who 
playfully handcuffed the guards, knocked 
them out with sedatives and unlocked the 
cells. (The guards were found the next 
day, still handcuffed and naked.) 

• Wall Street Miracle: Two March 
instances of gleaning insight and using it 
to buy stock “options” were executed so 
quickly (1 to 3 seconds each) that experts 
consulted for a Slate.com analysis said 
they couldn’t possibly have been made 
by human securities traders. Their con- 
clusion: A robot so intelligent exists that 
it can “read” a news wire report, “ana- 
lyze” it for hints whether to place bets 
on a company’s future price, and execute 
the order before human traders even fin- 
ish reading the news report. Profits on the 
seconds-long trades: $2.4 million on one 
and “between $ 1 million and $2 million” 
on the other.
